In one way or another most | 
of the pressure groups that might 
have promoted Stevenson with 
the object of demanding favors 
later on were left out in the back- 


Barkley, all were presidential can- 
didates with labor support.

Kefauver was rebuffed and 
gained nothing at all by releasing 
his support to Stevenson. Before 
the end came the CIO put out 
word to vote for Stevenson. But 
it was too late; the bandwagon 
already was out of sight. 

Indication of No Deals. 

The fact that none of the lead- 
ing contenders, Harriman, Ke- 
fauver or Senater Richard _B. 
Russell of Georgia got anything 
out of the convention indicates 
that no deals were made. Of the 
final candidates Russell, who 
sincerely expected to win but 
could not because of his sectional 
appeal, was treated the most 
kindly. 

As a dove-of-peace gesture to 
the South one of Russell's sup- 
porters, affable Senator John 
Sparkman of Alabama, was select- 
ed for the vice presidential candi- 
date. But this was a free choice 
and payment for no debt,

Active in the 
National Guard between the wars, 
he went on full-time duty early 
in 1941, serving as an infantry 
colonel and on the War Depart- 
ment general staff. He retired 
from the Hlinois National Guard 
as a brigadier general in 1950. 

Barrett, 52, also has a two-war 
service record, togeth@r with a 
political record dating back to 
1930 when he was elected state 
treasurer. 

In World War I he enlisted at 
the age of 17, was wounded and 
gassed and spent two years in a 
hospital after the war. He then 
attended college, became active 
in organized labor and entered the 
race for state treasurer as a poli- 
tical unknown. 

His defeat of a prominent Re- 
publican opponent marked him a 
winner and he ran successfully for 
state auditor in 1932 and 1936. 

Served in South Pacific. 

In World War II- he enlisted 
again, at the age of 43, and was 
sent to the South Pacific as a 
_ marine private. In 1944 he ran 
- for secretary of state in absentia, 
with friends successfully running 
his campaign for him. He was 
discharged as a sergeant in No- 
vember of that year, in time to 
take over the office in January, 
1945. 

He was re-elected in 1948 over 
Stratton, the present Republican 
nominee for Governor. 

Other prospects for the guber- 
natorial nomination by the state 
committee are Richard J. Daley, 
Cook county clerk, former State 
Senator and former state director 
of revenue under Stevenson; 
Judge John J. Gutknecht, Demo- 
cratic nominee for Cook county 
state’s attorney, and Scott W.

KINNEY’S RE-ELECTION 
URGED BY MI REYNOLDS) 


Ex-Colleague Says Legisla- 
tor’s Defeat Would Be Felt | 
All Over Missouri. 


Veteran State Senator Michael 
Kinney of St. Louis “probably 
has a more comprehensive under- 
standing of the over-all state 
situation and state needs than any 
other man in the Senate,” former 
State Senator Allen McReynolds 
(Dem.) of Carthage, declared here 


yesterday in urging Kinney’s re- 
election. 

“T served in the Senate with 
Kinney for eight years,’ McRey- 
nolds declared, “and I learned 
the value of his broad vision and 
long experience. He can be de- 
pended upon not only to do what 
is right himself, but to get others 
to do the same. 

“Kinney is a kind of. solvent. 
He doesn’t make a lot of speeches, 
although he can express. himself 
well enough. His forte is to go 
around and talk to people, exer- 
cising his influence to reconcile 
differences in the interest of the 
public welfare. The Legislature 
has profited immeasurably from 
this ability of his, and I am con- 
vinced his loss would ‘be felt all 
over the state. 

“I think he is entitled to the 
support of citizens without regard 
to political affiliations.”

40 minutes after the fight. Po- 
lice said Puff fired several bullets 
into Brock. 


FBI’s 10 most wanted criminals 
to be captured in two days. An 
alleged confederate, George Ar- 
(thur Heroux, 22, was seized yes- 
terday in Miami, Fla. 

When Puff was shot down, FBI 
agents dashed into-the hotel and 
took two women into custody. 
The women said they are the 
wives of Puff and Heroux, the 
FBI reported. 

Police and FBI officials said the 
women, Puff and another man 
still being sought registered at 
the Congress last Sunday. 

Authorities said the two couples 
registered at the hotel here as 
“Hanson” and “Burns.” 

The hotel management became 
suspicious and notified the FBI. 
When the FBI set. its trap Brock 
was posted behind a partly frost- 
ed glass door which looked out on 
the lobby elevator entrance from 
a fire stair exit. 

Early this afternoon the two 
women entered the hotel and 
went up to their quarters. A 
short time later Puff came in, 
telephoned upstairs and then went 
up in the elevator.

Truman’s Convention Stand-In Loses Luster 
When Hennings Phones White 
House for Instructions,

CHICAGO, July 26-—As the 
rear guard of the Missouri dele- 
gation deserted this Democratic 
national convention city tonight, 
there were positive declarations 
that it had been a harrowing 
week, but none was more positive 


than Councilman Thomas J. Gavin 
of Kansas City. 

Gavin, who served as President 
Truman’s alternate to the conven- 
tion said that he wouldn’t go 
through this week again “for a 
million dollars” 

He came here in a blaze of 
glory only to have what was to 
have been his hour of triumph 
marred by a tremendous chorus 
of boos from the convention floor. 

Enough for a Lifetime. 

The rise and fall of Tom Gavin 
within a few short days was the 
outstanding intra-delegation de- 
velopment so far as the Missou- 
rians were concerned. So far as 
Gavin is concerned the experience 
will last him a lifetime. 

When Gavin, a rotund brewery 
executive, arrived here a week 
ago today, he carried with him, 
presumably word from President 
Truman as to his choice for the 
Democratic nomination. Gavin 
thus became the most  sought- 
after man in town. He was hound- 


r 


ed by reporters, photographers, 
|politicos and pundits seeking to 
be the first to learn his enor- 
mous secret. 

He was plunged into a continu- 
ous round of television and radio 
interviews. He became the star 


guest of so-called radio breakfast 
clubs. In search of some relief, 
he wandered the streets at night, 
alone. He became such a celeb- 
rity that he found it necessary to 
move out of his single room at 
the Drake Hotel and take over a 
magnificent folir-room suite. 

The pressure was so great, he 
refused to attend the initial cau- 
cuses of the Missouri delegation. 
Having announced at a press con- 
ference last Sunday that he would 
not reveal the President’s alleged 
choice until the balloting began, 
he ignored the demands of Mis- 
sourians to let them in on the 
secret. 

What Gavin didn’t realize was 
that the Missourians were not in- 
trigued by the President's politi- 
cal gimmick.

methods of preventing the floods’ 
return.” 

Elliott said a sound program 
must control floods now. He said 
such a program would stabilize 
the local economy, promote the 
conservation of natural resources 
and aid navigation. 

Acknowledging there is room 
for controversy over various plans 
advanced, he declared: “While 
this controversy rages, however, 
the rains continue to wash the 
topsoil into the river, filling up 
the river bed and causing ever- 
widening floods.”

RULES RELAXED BY FSA 
FOR PRESCRIPTION LAW 


Proposed Regulations Revised 
After Drug Organizations 
Voice Objections. 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP) 
—The Federal Security Agency 
has issued a considerably wa- 
tered-down set of regulations for 
enforcing the nation’s first pre- 
scription law—omitting certain 
originally proposed “interpreta- 
tions” which had drawn fire 
from trade and professional or- 
ganizations in the drug field. 

The law is an amendment to 
the federal food, drug and cos- 
metics act. The Food and Drug 
Administration, a part of the 
FSA, says the law is designed to 
safeguard health by giving, for 
the first time in American his- 
tory, a federal legal definition of 
a drug requiring prescription—as 
distinguished from one that can 
be freely purchased over the 
counter. 


April 26. It requires drug man- 
ufacturers to label all prescrip- 
tion drugs sent to druggists wi 
this legend: 

“Caution: Federal law pro- 
hibits dispensing without a pre- 
scription.” Omission of the label 
“—or placing it on a drug which 
can be dispensed without a pre- 
scription — makes manufacturer 
liable to punishment. 

Early in April, the FSA issued 


| a set of proposed regulations for 


enforcing the act. 

Strong objections were raised 
to some of the rules by drug 
manufacturers and druggists. 

Principal ommissions in the 
regulations issued today are 
these: 

1. FSA’s original proposal to 
‘interpret the law as ruling out 
“mail order business in prescrip- 
tion drugs.’ and excluding ship- 
ment of drugs into states in which 
the drug dispenser (such as a re- 
tail druggist) is not registered. 

Opponents of this proposal had 
contended that such a ruling 
would prevent a person from hav- 
ing medicine mailed to him— 
even on prescription—if he were 
away from his home state.

Officials ofthe Food and Drug 
Administration said Federal Se- 
curity Administrator Oscar Ewing 
had decided to omit “at this 
time” the controversial regula- 
tions giving FSA’s ‘“interpreta- 
tions” of the law. 


They added that the effect of 
omitting any of the original pro- 
posals leaves the determination. of 
the meaning of the statute with 
respect to those points “entirely 
in the hands of the federal courts 
in case of any apparent viola- 
tions.”

per cent cut in FHA’s budget. 
And the reduction couldn’t have 
come at a more inopportune 
time. 

Greene says FHA {s completely 
immersed in the job of providing 
new homes for defense workers— 
more than 100,000 dwellings are 
being planned. Besides this, there 
is regular FHA business to handle. 

And despite credit controls and 
other restrictive measures, FHA 
programs are expanding. 

For example, loan applications 
filed in the first five: months of 
this year covered 130,609 new 
homes as compared with 91,491 
last year. Starts are down about 
16 per cent from last year but 
this stems from credit controls 
which have since been relaxed. 

On the basis of these develop- 
ments, Greene says there is no 
reason for the nation’s home 
builders to be pessimistic about 
the future of housing. 

Holds Line on Rate. 
“I think they can build a mil- 
lion homes a year for the next 
several years,” he declares, “if 
they stay in the right price ranges 
—somewhere below $12,000.” 

As for any increase in FHA’s 
standard interest rate of four-and- 
a quarter per cent on home 
loans, Greene says that’s out of 
the question. Interest rates are 
not an obstacle to FHA opera- 
tions, 

He also makes these points: 

1. Removal of home buying 
credit controls will have little ef- 
fect on FHA’s business. Present 
terms are a little higher than 
former FHA requirements but not 
too much different. 

2. Many home buyers won’t 
wait until credit controls are re- 
moved before purchasing a new 
moderately priced home. He says 
“most buyers want to move in as 
soon as they can.”

CHICAGO, July 26. 


BATTLE for the White House between two reluctant dragons, nominated 
under strangely similar circumstances, will get under way after Labor day 


when Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois and Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisen- 


hower, onee of Kansas, take to the hustings. 


What the average citizen wants to know 
right now is who is going to win. Polls, fore- 
casts and prognostications will be the order 
of the day until the November election. It 
might be well to recall that in 1948 the 


savants were universally wrong when the | 


votes were counted. 

As of today the crystal ball is clear on only 
a few points. 

One is that the campaign will be waged 
by new and fresh faces on the national 
political scene. The 20-year Roosevelt- 
Truman dynasty has ended. The people 
wanted a change and, for better or worse, 
they will get it. 

The 52-year-old Stevenson, an urbane intel- 
lectual and a successful politician in his own 
right, goes before the country indebted to no 
one for his nomination. He has made a fine 
record as Governor of the great midwestern 
state that produced Abraham Lincoln. 

He is a middle-of-the-road liberal, a known 
quantity. 

The 61-year-old Eisenhower, a professiofal 
soldier all his life, is essentially a world citi- 
zen. He has won decorations from most coun- 
tries in Europe and many nations elsewhere. 
He played successfully the role of military 
diplomat in welding Western European na- 
tions into the North Atlantic treaty organiza- 
tion. His nomination was effected by the 
smooth machine of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York, twice an unsuccessful presiden- 
tial candidate. In American politics he is 
virtually an unknown quantity.

The five-star general’s backers began to 
boom him for the nomination long before they 
knew for certain he would run and before 
they were sure he was a Republican. It was 
not until last Jan. 7 that he publicly identi- 
fied himself as a Republican and said that he 
would accept the nomination for President 
but would not seek it. He came home from 
Europe two months ago and entered the 
political arena. 

His opponent for the nomination, Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, a skilled professional 
politician and the son of a President, gained 
control of the party machinery in three years 
of concentrated effort. Known as “Mr. Re- 
publican,” he worked like a Trojan and came 
to Chicago claiming enough delegates to 
nominate. But he lost oy the first ballot. 

Discussion of Stevenson as a possible nomi- 
nee began even before President Truman an- 
nounced in the spring that he would not be 
a candidate for re-election. Stevenson, re- 
ported as Truman’s first choice to succeed 
him, never actually slammed the door on his 
candidacy but kept it open such a tiny crack 
that it was difficult to see inside. 


As late as this week Stevenson asked IIli- 
nois delegates not to nominate him and told 
them privately he felt he was not “physically, 
mentally or temperamentally” suited to be 
President. This his friends interpreted as a 
gesture of humility, but it was used against 
him by other candidates, notably supporters 
of Senator Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma. 

Taft’s counterpart in the Democratic con- 
vention was Senator Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee, the television candidate. In 
1950 and 1951, when Kefauver headed the 
Senate Crime Investigating Committee, he 


) had ambitions to be Vice President. He 


raised his sights this year, was the first 
announced Democratic candidate and en- 
tered the most primaries. 

Kefauver, also an astute professional poli- 
tician with a good background, came to Chi- 
cago with the largest number of pledged 
délegates,, about 40 per cent of the number 
needed to nominate. Despite the opposition 
of big city machines and of President Tru- 
man, he plowed right ahead and bagged dele- 
gates in 20 states. 

Kefauver’s intense personal ambition led 
him to break convention custom and appear 
in the amphitheater before the nominations, 
for which he drew a stinging rebuke from 
Vice President Alben W. Barkley, a contender 
who withdrew. The incident did not add to 
Kefauver’s popularity and it is doubtful 
whether he ever gained strength while in 
Chicago. — 

In fact it did not seem during the course 
of the convention that any candidate gained 
very much in delegate strength. There was 
a feeling from the beginning that Stevenson 
was the man and that if he couldn’t be made 
to run it did not make very much difference 
who was the nominee. The politically-astute 
Truman threw his weight to Stevenson at 
exactly the right moment.

BOTH CONVENTIONS fought desperate- 
ly over the issue of contested Southern dele- 
gations. At the Republican meeting, the im- 
portant states involved were Texas, Louisiana 
and Georgia. Taft had control of the party 
machine in those states and his controlled 
National Committee seated his delegations. 

But public opinion was on the side of the 
contesting Eisenhower delegations. They 
forced Taft to compromise, then licked him. 
This fight resulted in his loss of the nomina- 
tion. 

The main ‘contests before the Democratic 
convention involved Texas and Mississippi, 
but the circumstances were quite different. 
The Democratic contests were part of a 
three-phase fight, the root issue of which 
was civil rights, meaning for the South a 
better deal for Negroes. 3

} ginia, Louisiana and South Carolina. 


led by Gov. Allan Shivers, and in Mississippi 
led by Gov. Hugh White, had the vast major- 
ity of popular support. They were anti-Tru- 
man, anti-Fair Deal; the contestants repre- 
sented small minorities plugging for Truman 
and the Fair Deal. The regulars were séated. 

The platform, with a strengthened civil 


‘rights plank, was adopted without the floor 


fight that had been threatened, but the loy- 
alty pledge caused plenty of trouble. When 
the shooting subsided, however, things were 
left pretty much as they were before. 


The pledge was proposed originally by sup- 
porters of Averell Harriman and Estes Ke- 
fauver. Each delegate was to affirm before 
he was seated that he would support fhe 
nominee and the platform of the convention. 
This was to serve notice on the South that 
Dixiecrats were not wanted. The pledge was 
watered down to an almost meaningless point 
and was signed by all but three states—Vir- 
These 
states finally were seated anyway. 


Some Northerners felt the party would gain 
in the North by kicking out the South since 
there were rumors it was going for Eisen- 
hower anyway. They remembered the defec- 
tion in 1948 when, led by Alabama and 
Mississippi, the South walked out of the Phila- 
delphia convention and formed the States 
Rights party. That was because of the strong 
civil rights plank forced on the convention 
by Senator Hubert H. Humphrey of Minne- 
sota, then the 37-year-old Mayor of Min-

There were indications that others remem- | 


bered Humphrey’s feat. The loyalty pledge 
fight was led in the convention by Represen- 
tative Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., of New 
York, 37-year-old campaign manager for Har-

In the end, the extremists in the North 
and the South were defeated and the mod- 
erates, who had been struggling through- 
out the convention to nold togéther the 
loose coalition that is the Democratic party, 
triumphed. There were bitter feelings at 
both extremes, but most persons thought 
the party emerged stronger than it did from 
the 1948 convention. There were signs of 
change in the South, too, and 1956 could 
tell a different story. 


IN SPEECHES to the convention early to- 
day Truman and one of the defeated candi- 
dates, Senator Richard B. Russell of Georgia, 
remarked that the party was stronger after 
the convention than before, and it did seem 
to show a virility and harmony remarkable in 
a party in power 20 years, 

Domestic issues are likely to be stressed 
in the campaign. Stevenson, who during 
the years 1941 to 1946 held various posts 
in the Navy, War and State Departments 
and in the United Nations Organization, is 
expected to continue the Administration’s 
foreign policy. Eisenhower, a former ex- 
ecutive of that polity, believes in its essen- 
tials. Disagreements in this field likely

Although the Dixiecrats 
often have formed a coalition with North- 
ern conservatives to fight power projects 
and social welfare legislation, Senator 
Sparkman has gone down the line vigor- 
ously for public housing, price control, rent 
ceilings, federal aid to education, slum 
clearance, public irrigation and power 
works, public health programs and in- 
creased social security benefits. 

Another shining example of his consistent 
willingness to go against the mood of his 
southern colleagues can be found in the so- 
called tidelands oil issue. Most Southerners 
in past years have supported the claim of 
Texas, Louisiana and Alabama that the off- 
shore oil fields belong to the states and not 
to the Federal Government. 

Apparently unafraid of political ven- 
geance or the powerful pressure of the oil 
lobbies, Sparkman co-sponsored a Dill, 
backed by the Administration, calling for 
federal control of the marginal sea, with 
revenue from the oil fields to be dedicated 
to a program of federal aid to education. 
Chief sponsor was Lister Hill, the senior 
Senator from Alabama and another South- 
ern liheral.

Nixon, is an internationalist. He has opposed 
reduction *in European aid, backed universal 
military training, and voted generally for a 
large military establishment.

SENATOR SPARKMAN, the seventh of 11 | 


children, was born in, 1899 near the Ten- 
nessee valley town of Hartselle, in northern 
Alabama.

Sparkman, earlier that year, had been re- 
nominated for his House seat, but he became 
one of five candidates to complete the unex- 
pired term of Senator Bankhead. With the 
backing of the National CIO Political Action 
Committee, he won the nomination at a spe- 
cial primary held July 30, 1946. Due to a 
peculiarity of the Alabama election law, he 
did not withdraw his candidacy for the House 
while running as Democratic nominee for the 
Senate, with the odd result that on Nov. 4, 
1946, he was elected to both the House and 
Senate. 

When the House reconvened in January, 
1947, he attended just long enough to submit 
his resignation as a4 member, and then liter- 
ally walked right over to the East Wing to 
take his seat in “the most exclusive club in 
the world.” 

In the Senate, in his first two or three 
years, he worked hard on committees deal- 
ing with economics, housing and banking. 
He supported the appointment of David E. 
Lilienthal as head of the Atomic nergy 
Commission; Greek-Turkish aid; repeal of 
federal taxes on eleomargarine; extension 
of the Reciprocal Trades Agreement Act; 
continuation of Selective Service. He also 
supported the Taft-Hartley Act on its orig- 
inal passage in the Senate, but:later voted 
against overriding the President’s veto.

AFTER PRESIDENT TRUMAN announced 
his civil rights objectives Senator Sparkman 
reluctantly broke with him. It was on March 
19, 1948, that he went on record as favoring 
.Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, the present Re- 
publican standard-bearer, as Democratic can- 
didate for the presidency. It was after the 
Democratic national convention had inserted 
the civil rights plank into the party platform 
later that year that Sparkman said he would 
support the Dixiecrat ticket. 

Despite this temporary disaffection, or pos- 
sibly partly because of it, Sparkman himself 
was re-elected to the Senate in November 
1948, for the full term ending early in 1955. 
He became chairman of a Banking subcom- 
mittee on housing, later chairman of the Sen- 
ate Small Business Committee, continued to 
support the Administration on most domestic, 
and foreign policies, and to stand in the 
forefront of the fight for federal aid to edu- 
cation and for extension of rent controls. On

Now for the Presidential Debate 


Just a week ago today, the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pressed the hope in these columns that the 
Democratic national convention would name the 
best man it could to contest with the Republican 
nominee, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, for the 
presidency this fall. 

We expressed this hope. because Wwe believe 
that the voters—and particularly that large body 
of voters who are independent in their political 
thinking and so do not attach themselves to the 
membership of any party—are entitled to choose 
between the two best qualified men that the 
nominating conventions could select. 

We said further that in July no one can know 
what the voters will decide in November. They 
may decide in favor of a change in party control 
after voting for Democratic administrations 
every four years since 1932. They may conclude 
that a politica] turnover in Washington would 
be a good ‘thing for the country. If they do, 
they will vote the Democrats out and the Re- 
publicans in. 


s * . 

But there is no guarantee that the voters will 
agree to this idea. On the contrary, they may 
reject it. They may make up their minds to 
keep in power for another four years the party 
which has enjoyed their confidence for so long. 
They may come to the conclusion finally, as they 
did in the upset of four years ago, that their 
best hope again lies with the Democratic party 
rather than with the Republicans. 

Because there is no sure way to kpow how 
this decision will be made at the polls, there was 
only one safe course at the two conventions in 
Chicago. That was to nominate men outstand- 
ing in character and capacity. 

Following by two weeks the Republican con- 
vention, which chose Gen. Eisenhower after a 
bitter battle with Senator Taft and his forces, 
the Democratic convention has named Gov. Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson of Illinois. 

Gen. Eisenhower’s record as supreme com- 
mander in Europe in World War II is widely 
known. So is his very attractive personality. 
Both were described on this page after his 
nomination. It is safe to forecast that the 
talents of Gov. Stevenson will soon be known 


widely, too.

In the first place, Gov. Stevenson became the 
nominee through a genuine draft, and genuine 
presidential drafts have been few and far be- 
tween in our political history. Charles Evans 
Hughes was drafted from the Supreme Court in 
1916 and in 1880 James A, Garfield was sum: 
moned against his wishes. 

It is an impressive measure of the Illinois 
executive that he should have been nominated 
in the face of his own repeated discouragements 
of the proposal. And this at a time when eager 
men, including Senator Russell of Georgia, Sena- 
tor Kefauver of Tennessee and Mutual Security 
Administrator Harriman of New York, among 
others, were avowed candidates. 

Second, this very fact that he became the 
nominee without having gone out to win the 
high prize for himself accords him a position of 
independence from pressure groups and favor- 
seeking individuals. He can and should be the 
freest candidate for the presidency in years. 

Third, if Adlai Stevenson had been a complete 
unknown before last week he would now be a 
figure of note because of his two appearances 
before the convention which nominated him. 
He appeared briefly on Monday as the host 
Governor and although he carefully observed 
the proprieties so as not to take advantage of 
the men who sought the nomination, he did 
attract much attention with the unusual quality 
of his welcoming address. 

This proved to be but a foretaste of the ac- 
ceptance address five days later. In that speech, 


as we noted yesterday, Gov. Stevenson produced 
a public paper that will live in the history of 
our political system. Though this address has 
been printed in full in the news columns, ex- 
tracts from it bear repeating here, as a guide 
to the heart @nd mind from which it came: 

I have not sought the honor you have 
done me. I could not seek it because I 
aspired to another office. One does not 
treat the highest office within the gift of the 
people of Illinois as an alternative or a con- 
solation prize. ...I would not seek your 
nomination because the burdens of thai 
office stagger the imagination. ... 


More important here than winning the 
election is governing the nation. That .is 
the acid, final test. ... When the tumult 
and the shouting die, when the bands are 

- gone and the lights are dimmed, there is 
the stark reality of responsibility in an hour 
of history haunted by those gaunt, grim 
specters of strife, dissension and materialism 
at home and ruthless, inscrutable and hos- 
tile power abroad... . 


Sacrifice, patience, understanding and im- 
placable purpose may be our lot for years to 
_ come. - Let’s face it. Let’s talk sense to the 
American people. Let’s tell them the truth, 
that there are no gains without pains, that 
this is the eve of great decisions, not easy 
decisions like resistance when you are at- 
tacked, but a long, patient, costly struggle 
which alone can assure triumph over the 
great enemies of man—war and poverty 
and tyranny... . 

Help me to do this job in this autumn 
of campaign and conflict; help me to do the 
job in these years of darkness, doubt and 
crisis that stretch beyond the horizon of to- 
night’s happy vision, and we will justify our 
glorious past and the loyalty of silent mil- 
lions who look to us. ... Thus we will 
serve our great tradition greatly.

The story of Adlai Stevenson in politics is a 
remarkable one. Just four years ago he was a 
new recruit, fighting an uphill battle against the 
most deeply intrenched and corrupt state-wide 
machine in the history of Illinois. In the elec- 
tion of 1948 the people of his state gave him 
the largest majority ever accorded by them to 
anyone—572,000 votes. President Truman, with 
a paper-thin margin of 33,000, rode the Steven- 
son coattails. 

In three and a half years Gov. Stevenson has 
transformed the tone and structure of the gov- 
ernment of Illinois. He has brought into it 
many able people, including,not a few Republi- 
cans.

After the Steel Strike 


Many of the high eosts of the steel strike will 
not be fully apparent for weeks to come. The 
mills will be slow getting back to full output, 
it will take time to fill up the pipelines. As 
they .ccontemplate these costs, the American 
people must ask themselves why the nation had 
to incur them at this critical time. 


One part of the answer, we believe, lies in the 
gross mismanagement of the problem by the 
White House. There were at least two stages in 
this long controversy when stronger statesman- 
ship and less politics might have averted a 
costly production loss. 

Before the old contract ever expired last De- 
cember, Mr. Truman could have made it much 
plainer to both parties than he did that the na- 
tion simply could not afford a prolonged strike. 
Instead of buying time by letting the dispute 
wind its long course through the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board, he should have applied all possible 
pressure for a settlement of both price and wage 
questions at the outset. 

After the WSB brought in an excessive wage 
award, Mr. Truman had another opportunity to 
exert strong leadership for a compromise set- 
tlement. His defense mobilizer, Charles E. 
Wilson, set out to obtain one. But Mr. Truman 
deserted Mr. Wilson at the critical point rather 
than to risk alienating his political friends in 
the steelworkers’ union. The supreme irony 
is that today, after a damaging strike, the dis- 
pute has been settled on almost precisely the 
terms Mr. Wilson set out to obtain. 


Apart from the Government's unfortunate 
role, it is quite clear that such a strike as this 
could emerge only from a profoundly disturbed 
state of labor relations in the steel industry. A 
basic improvement of those relations is obvious-

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How Adlai Stevenson Hitches His Wagon 


Extracts From a Foreign Policy Address by Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
- at She Dallas Council on World Affairs, April 22, 1952 


I suppose this will be known as one of 
those convulsive periods in human history 
which witness the death of an old era 
and the birth of a new. The process is 
painful and tumultuous, and accompanied 
by all manner of tension, disorder and tor- 
ment. Bernard Shaw once remarked: “If 
the other planets. are inhabited they must 
be using the earth as their insane asylum.” 


But, of course, anxiety is ‘nothing new. 
Even the fathers of our Constitution had 
their bad moments. In 1829, John Randolph 
of Virginia said: “The country is ruined 
past redemption.” 

But all these dire forebodings came to 
nothing. It seems as though the most cre- 
ative and enterprising periods in Human 
history have always been troubled and 
disorderly. So the eighteenth century 
which we regard as one of the most, cre- 
ative, with the American and French 
Revolutions, was to Rousseau “this great 
rottenness in which we live.” 

I take some comfort from the contrast 
between the historical and contemporary 
view of violent and disturbed eras. But I 
take no satisfaction in the current habit of 


looking for scapegoats to blame for our dif” 


ficulties. We have great responsibilities, not 
because we wanted them, but because as a 
nation we made choices in our past that 
made them inevitable. 


Whitman's “Resolute Breed” 


Jefferson foresaw this. Writing to John 
Adams in 1816 he foretold our position of 
influence and power: “We are destined,” 
he said,*“to be a barrier against the re- 
turn of ignorance and barbarism.” He 
foresaw America assuming leadership: “Old 
Europe will have to lean on our shoulders 

. . and to hobble along by our side 

. - he said. 


Now all this has come to pass (and 
probably come to stay) and it makes us 
miserable, so we exchange epithets and 
accusations and look for someone, prefer- 
ably Democrats, to blame for it all. In- 
stead of acting like Walt Whitman’s “reso- 
lute breed of men” many of us react more 
like readers of the “whodunit” mystery 
thrillers. 


I recall a story told in Mexico. A man 
heavy in need and great in faith wrote a 
letter asking for 100 pesos. He addressed 
it to God and mailed it. The postmaster 
had no idea how to handle the letter. He 


“opened it, seeking a clue. Touched by 


the man’s story of need, he passed the hat 
among the postal employes. Thus 75 pesos 
were raised and placed in an envelope to 
await the return of the i . man. 

A few days later he was back, inquiring 
for mail. He was given the envelope, 
opened it, courited the money and glow- 


ered. Then he went to the counter and —

New Faces in Washington? 


Common sense tells us that the stuff of 
history is rich and complex and not with- 
in the sure control of any one nation. Our 
position gives us a chance to influence 
and to beguile world history. But we can- 
not determine it. New faces in Washing- 
ton, whoever they are, can not make ev- 
erything come out just the way this na- 
tion wants it. 

But it seems to me obvious that most 
Americans, irrespective of party, have a 
pretty sound outlook on the world and 
sense how dangerous an antagonist the 
Soviet Union really is. Most of us are now 
aware of the duplicity of Soviet strategy— 
the practice of “double diplomacy”—a set 
of slogans for home consumption, a set 
of slogans for foreign confysion; warfare 
against the Russian people, warfare against 
all foreigners; political and military war- 
fare, simultaneous or interchangeable. 
Communism speaks with the voice of ideal- 
ism but has the hand of the cynic. 

I believe we have made up our minds 
about another matter. This nation has re- 

jected isolation as 
the way to security 
in ‘our shrunken 
world. This country 
has emphatically con- 
cluded, I believe, 
that the time to stop 
aggression is before 
it starts and that the 
way to do it is by 
organized action of 
the community of 
free peoples.

Also, the strong 
stand we took on Korea, together with a 
stepped-up rearmament program, has had 
an important effect on the morale of the 
peoples of Western Europe and encouraged 
them to build up their own defenses. 

Finally, the Soviet Union now knows 
that the path of conquest is mortally dan- 
gerous. The Korean aggression very likely 
was planned as merely the first of a series 
of military actions—initially by satellites, 
finally to be undertaken by the Soviet 
Union itself. If so, the lesson of Korea 
may be of historic importance. 

We have been concerned not only to 
frustrate our immediate antagonists, but 
to use force to avoid a full scale holocaust. 
For this reason, we have to be patient 
about the full settlement of the Korean 
problem. I am confident the American peo- 
ple intend to make sure that our demo- 
cratic experiment will outlast the Soviet 
system on its merits if we are fortunate 
enough to face chiefly that test. 

But in spite of our predilection for solv- 
ing problems quickly and putting them be- 
hind us, I suspect we could do very well 
in a waiting contest. Americans are learn- 
ing to live with some of their problems 
and we could become as effective in the 
cold war as we have always asked our 
military men to be in a hot war. 


Friends Without Being One? 


Crucial to success is our ability to work 
with our allies. There still seem to be 
some Americans who think we can get 
along without allies. They admit that our 
interests and responsibilities are world 
wide but they prefer to “go it alone,” or 
assume we can pick up the necessary allies 
at the last moment. They somehow expect 
to have friends without being one. 

Power attracts allies. But the whole tone 
and style in which we use our power is of 
primary importance. For power also re- 
pels. We must admit there are some pretty 
headstrong Page mm in our midst. Long ago 
Ralph Waldo Emerson said: “Beware of 
the American peacock.” 


Some of our allies are not completely 
convinced that along with our power and 
wealth we.also know everything about 
leading a world-wide alliance. But we can 
show by what we do that we do not sim- 
ply consult our own interests and views 
but give consideration to the concerns of 
our allies; that we in truth “have a decent 
respect for the opinions of mankind.” I 
believe the eagle, and neither the ostrich 
nor the peacock, will continue to be the 
American emblem! 

So, with the difficulties that are behind 
us there are still more ahead. But one 
thing seems certain: We cannot accept as

This was recognized by the a | 
Force and by the then Secretary | 
of the Air Force, W. Stuart Sym- 
ington. In his annual report, 
Symington emphasized the urgent 
nature of the problem.

Today the Navy is tied in with the 
radar system. The Navy’s sea 
frontier commanders report the 
ships, with their anti-aircraft guns 
and fighter squadrons ashore, to 
the local air defense commander 
as available for air defense. 


But effective use of the Navy’s 
facilities requires a large amount 
of joint training and much closer 
relationship than now exists. Sen- 
timent among the naval officers 
with whom I have talked favors 
a unified command in which full 
use could be made of the very 
extensive assistance that the Navy 
would provide. 


The Navy expects to station 
picket ships on the Atlantic and 
Pacific sea approaches to the 
United States to complete the ad- 
vanced radar coverage over the 
sea areas. The Navy also is able 
to provide radar-equipped flying 
boats which would be much more 
effective in picking up hostile 
aircraft than picket boats. 

The Air Defense Command is 
tied in with the warning systems 
in Alaska, Canada, Greenland and 
Iceland. Combined maneuvers are 
now being conducted in north- 
eastern United States and east- 
ern Canada. Co-ordination with 
Canada is close and continuous 
all along the border. 


Air defense of the United 
States has been subjected to 
muddled organization, personal- 
ity clashes and indefensible juris- 
dictional disputes between the 
services, The Army and Air Force 
are working in full harmony on 
the problem in the field, if not 
in the Pentagon. Effective use is 
not been made of the great con- 
tributions which the Navy -can 
add. This seems to be primarily 
a question of organization.

LAST B-36 ORDERED, 
B-52 JET BOMBER

The B-36, first designed in 
World War II, is powered by six 
conventional type radial engines 
and four\jet pods, giving it a 
speed of more than 435 miles an 
hour.. It can carry a 10,000-pound 
bomb load, including. the atomic 
bomb, for a range of 10,000 miles.

CHINESE. REDS, PORTUGUESE 
CLASH AT MAINLAND COLOXY 


HONG KONG, July 26 (INS)— 

Chinese Communist and Portu- 
guese troops clashed today at the 
gateway of the Portuguese colony 
of Macao on the Chinese main- 
land. : 
Three soldiers wére reported 
killed and five wounded during a 
quarrel over a barbed wire bar- 
ricade, 

The Chinese Communists were 
reported te have rushed troops 
to reinforce Chinese guards at 
the frontier of the colony.

Turkey Again 
Faces Issue of 
|One-Party Rule 


Menderes Govern- 


ment Causing Sus- 
‘picion by Some of 
Its Moves.

ISTANBUL, July 26 (AP). 


HE question seemed to have 
been settled finally in the 
1950 elections, but it is being 
heard increasingly again: Is Tur- 
key to have.a multi-party democ- 
racy or a one-party government? 
The question is being raised by 
the so far ineffectual but loudly 
critical opposition to Prime Min- 
ister Adnan Menderes, leader of 
the Democrat party, who has 
completed two years as head of 
Turkey's first freely elected gov- 
ernment. 


The Republican opposition and 
some independents charge Men- 
deres is heading Turkey. back to 
one-party rule. 

Menderes denies any such ten- 
dency. He denies his government 
is influenced by reactionary ele- 
ments and claims that Turkey is 
enjoying unprecedented material 
and political progress under his 
administration. 


Objective observers recognize 
the Menderes government’s suc- 
cesses in economic, military and 
foreign affairs. They doubt he 
can restore one-party rule, but 
their eyebrows have been lifted 
in recent months by a series of 
government moves: 


1; A government bill to amend 
the penal code to protect cabinet 
ministers from public “insult,” a 
restriction applying particularly 
to the press. This has been quiet- 
ly deferred after strong criticism 
both at home and abroad. 


2. Resignations of two founding 
members of the Democratic party 
from administration posts in pro- 
test against the “too personal” 
direction of government affairs 
by the Prime Minister. 

3. A proposal in the National 
Assembly (Parliament) by several 
stanch Menderes men to compel 
the People’s Republican party, 
once all-powerful under former 
President Ismet Inonu, to repay 
government funds allegedly to 
have been misappropriated in 
the days of one-party rule 20 
years ago. If carried through, 
this would wipe out the Repub- 
lican treasury and force dissolu- 
tion of the party. 

4. Postponement of by-elections 
to fill eight vacant assembly 
seats which had been set for 
September. This was voted in 
the National Assembly, where the 
Democrats have a majority of 
408 of the 487 seats, despite op- 
position charges that it violated 
the constitution.

An illuminating comment on 
this phase of Russian life was 
given the Economic and Social 
Council by the United States, as 
follows: 

“The Soviet Union has de- 
veloped several upper classes. 
These are formed at the top by 
the leaders of the party and gov- 
ernment, the managers of large 
enterprises and well known in- 
tellectuals; and, on the next level, 
by minor dignitaries and lumi- 
naries while the common toilers 
are left behind. 


Ideal for Millionaires. 


“The upper class may not own 
enterprises but they run them; 
they have large incomes and en- 
dow their children with an ex- 
pensive education, valuable con- 
tacts and — at their death — 
with a considerable estate, for not 
only are jncome taxes in the 
U.S.S.R. low on high incomes but 
there is no inheritance tax. From 
a fiscal point of view, the Soviet 
Union is an ideal place for mil- 
lionaires.” 


The UN survey, in sharp con- 
trast to Moscow propaganda, com- 
pares the living standard of the 
“classless society” under Stalin’s 
rule with that of the western 
world. Here is how it looks: 


It requires four and a half 
working hours for a typical fac- 
tory worker to buy a pound of 
butter in Moscow as compared

Women are 
on an equal footing with men, 
theoretically, but. by Soviet law 
they must earn their own bread 
and butter and keep house, too. 

Facts gathered for the survey 
of life in Russia reveal that the 
highly touted price reductions de- 
creed by the Kremlin do not 
mean much to the man in the 
street. As a western economist re- 
ported to the U. N. survey, they 
are more in the nature of a fraud 
on the Russian people. 


The U. N. survey has data to 
show that the average monthly 
Moscow wage is about 600 rubles. 
This earning power, in any west- 
ern land and in the United States, 
would force the worker to a 
hand-to-mouth existence. 


White Collar Worker. 


A white collar worker in Mos- 
cow, who has a distinct advantage 
in that he holds a membership 
card in the Communist party, is a 
privileged man and earns almost 
twice as much as the toiler who 
sweats without a card for 600 
rubles a month.

HIS small volume is the 
T tour of a series of “se- 

lected letters” by some of 
the great letter-writers, and no 
better editor could have been 
chosen for Gray’s than Prof. 
Krutch. His 24-page essay is a 
model preface, and his choice of 
extracts from the Toynbee and 
Whibley edition of the Corre- 
spondence is as discriminating 
as such a choice can ever be. 


Yet one wonders why the se- 
lection need be made in the 
first place. For only a little 
more than the price of this vol- 
ume all of Gray’s letters could 
be reprinted, and the picture of 
the man and his times would be 
fuller, truer, and much more 
natural, Prof. Krutch refers to 
all of the Gray eccentricities: 
his “apartness” even from his 
friends, his slow polishing of the 
“Elegy” over a period of years, 
his reluctance to have his poems 
published, his taste for a ro- 
mantic scene or an old estate, 
his broken friendship with 
Horace Walpole and his devo- 
tion to his mother. But in this 
selection, each of those traits is 


handed to the reader like a 
piece dissected out of Gray 
rather than as the mark of the 
slowly emerging nature of the 
man. 


The charm of a correspond- 
ence that extends across the 
years is the growing sense 
of intimacy discovered as the 
reader learns to know a friend. 
Here, on the other hand, is a 
person broken into fragments, 
analyzed and ticketed, and the 
shy man, Thomas Gray, eludes 
this kind of scrutiny. And this 
is a pity, because the existence 
of men like Gray, timic souls 
unburdening themselves. in 
poems and letters, is one clear 
evidence of civilization.

Gray rather chose to con- 

verse with the living dead 
than with the dead living. His

NFORTUNATELY, too, the 
U allusions to the politics and 
society of the time will be 
hard for the reader of a “se- 


‘lected letters” to follow. To get 


even a glimpse of the mid- 
eighteenth century in England, 
more is needed than is found in 
this book. When Gray, for in- 
stance, approves of his friend, 
Dr. Wharton, giving his house 
some Gothic ornaments, one 
ought to know, from Horace 
Walpole’s correspondence, the 
story of the gothicizing of 
Strawberry Hill and the craze 
made popular by that dilletante 
son of a cynical Prime Min- 
ister. 


So, too Gray’s calendar of 
garden events — the skylark 
singing as the apricot blooms— 
is a richer commentary on the 
Englishman’s love of gardens 
when the reader recalls Cowper 
trying to find peace, at about 
the same moment, in the Un- 
wins’ garden nearby. 


Incomplete, however, as it is, 
this selection points back effec- 
tively to a generation in which 
the amenity of a letter was con- 
sidered a valuable part of ex- 
istence. A trivial item of news 
takes color when filtered 
through a mind at leisure from 
the racketting of practical af- 
fairs, and one of the great dep- 
rivations of our so-called busy 
lives is the loss of-such gra- 
cious comments on things and 
people as were set down by the 
scholarly recluse, Thomas Gray.

HIS American’s view of

HEN, saints dip into poli- 
W tics, ordinary men are 

bound to- scratch their 
heads. And Simone Weil was, 
I suppose, a saint. Although 
this French Catholic Jewess 
died duting the war in a hos- 
pital in Kent at the young age 
of 33, she had developed a most 
unusual mind. It was marked 
by an intense determination to 
see through to fundamentals 
and to find solutions far more 
profound than the kind for 
which a working statesman is 
willing to settle. This mind pro- 
duced an extraordinary book, 
and one which it is most dif- 
ficult to judge by ordinary 
standards. 

Maybe the easiest way out 
would be not to judge it at all. 
In its immediate sense, the 
book was dead long before pub- 
lication. It was written for the 
Free French in London as a 
memorandum on how the 
French nation might be re- 
established after the war. Very 
few, if any of its admonitions 
have been followed. French 
politics are all too much like 
what they were before the war. 
So the reader can do what Gen. 
de Gaulle and his advisers 
probably did in London: just 
cast the book aside instead of 
grappling with it. 

But Simone Weil did not 
write about such merely me- 
chanical problems as how to 
draw up a new constitution, or 
how to get a new political 
party into office. She went 
much deeper, She sought to 
establish the elements of a 
good society. She sought also 
to determine the causes of 
France’s collapse and the rem- 
edies for them. Drawing — 
sometimes imperfectly—on the 
disciplines of history, science, 
mathematics and philosophy, 
not to mention religion, she 
ranged widely. And, almost in- 
evitably, she set down much 
that is controversial.

T is easy enough to agree 
| wie her when she stresses 

such essential needs as order, 
liberty, obedience, responsibil- 
ity, equality, honor, freedom of 
opinion, collective as well as 
private property and soon. The 
United States Constitution, the 
United Nations’ Declaration of 
Human Rights and all such like 
high-minded documents stress 
more or less the same human 
needs. But Simone Weil does 
not merely name them; she 
strives for precise definitions; 
and what is even more difficult, 
she essays guarantees and 
means of enforcing them. 

That is where the practical 
man meets stumbling blocks. It 
is easy to accept, for example, 
the proposition that the press 
should be free and that it 
should be honest and truthful. 
But how can the obligations of 
honesty and truthfulness be en- 
forced? This goes far beyond 
libel laws. But practical men, 
unlike Simone Weil, see little 
hope of insisting on much more. 
They see very definite limits to 
the capacities of human judges. 

Anybody who honestly sur- 
veys modern industrial society 
will conclude that machine- 
tending in a factory is not the 
ideal way of human life. 
Greater play for each and every 
imagination certainly is desir- 
able. Simone Weil demands 
such respect for the essential 
nature of labor and its dignity 
—work, to her, is the spiritual 
core in a well-ordered social 
life—and makes radical propo- 
sals for changing the nature of 
industrial work. Again, there 
are the practical objections.

Simone Weil blames this 
process of disintegration, in 
large measure, on the Romans 
and the spread of the Roman 
spirit. She is always on the 
side of the Greeks and the 
thinkers of the East. She is 
quite specific in describing how 
government in France set itself 
more and more against the na- 
tion. 

For the sake of the crown, 
independent and spirited peo- 
ples were suppressed. Even in 
the thirteenth century when 
“France was the center of in- 
spiration for all Christendom,” 
a false patriotism “utterly de- 
stroyed, south of the Loire, a 
budding civilization.” France 
again reached brilliant heights 
in the seventeenth century, “but 
the military prestige connected 
with this spiritual radiance was 
obtained by methods which any 
lover of justice is ashamed to 
mention.” Miss Weil finds a 
villain in Cardinal Richelieu as 
well as in the judges of the 
Inquisition.

N THE morning there was 

a headline in a paper from 

Paris reading: “La finale du 
5000 meters? Ce sera la bombe 
atomique des jeux’ (This will be 
the atomic bomb of the games.’’) 
In the afternoon there was thin 
sunshine, turned on especially 
for the occasion by the Finns, 
to whom nothing is impossible 
when it involves entertaining 
the thieves of time and destroy- 
ers of distance in congress here 
from all the nations of the 
world. 

The steep slopes of the sta- 
dium were peopled with the 
greatest crowd yet drawn for 
Olympic competition here. 
Thousands of athletes not en- 
gaged on the day’s card sat 
among the cash customers, tak- 
ing time off from their re- 
hearsals to see the bombe atom- 
ique go off.

Olympian now turned journal- 
ist-photographer, was stooping 
to dig into his equipment case 
when something hissed through 
the air and landed— kerchodk’ 
—just short of his unprotected 
flank. He whirled and saw, 
quivering in the real estate, the 
javelin of a Russian broad (the 
term is purely descriptive, not 
ungallant). 

On the fifth day of boister- 
ous combat, this conclave of 
gristle had achieved a climax 
with the second bid for a gold 
medal by the comical contor- 
tionist, Emil Zatopek.

OUR years ago, this gaunt 
F and grimacing Czech with 
the running form of a 
zombie had made himself the 
pin-up boy of the London 
games.

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‘Forever This Land’ 


Haunting Portrayal 
Of Young Lincolr 


By Thomas B. Sherman 


K suien HOLLOW, which lies across the road from New 


Salem, Ill., about 20 miles west of Springfield, is haunted 

these summer nights. The apparitions of its frontier years 
have come to life and are re-enacting that brief but fertile 
period of its history that was destined to take a significant 
place in the larger chronicle of mankind. 

To put it more explicitly, the pageant drama, “Forever 
This Land,” dealing with Abraham Lincoln at the time of his 
residence in New Salem, is playing for its second season in 
the open air theater of New Salem State Park. The plain facts, 
however, do not account for the singularly moving effect this 
spectacle has upon the people who see it and the young 
actors who take part in it. The intangible value that’s added 
to the sum total of its artistic and technical competence comes 
from the place itself, where the theater has been set up, and 
its associations. For this is Lincoln country. A few yards 
away is the restored image of New Salem, where the {outh- 
ful Lincoln found himself as a leader of men; and not far 
distant is the state capital where Lincoln, as a legislator and 
practicing attorney first drew the attention of the great world. 
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In the final scene of “Forever This Land,” the 
maturing Linceln pays a farewell visit to New Salem 
now deserted and in the process of decay. As he 
walks slowly from the well to the dry goods store 
and back to the Rutledge tavern, a throng of recollec- 
tions crowd in upon him and he hears the voice of old 
friends—Schoolteacher Graham, James Rutledge, Ann 
Rutledge, John Cameron — repeating, like echoes, 
the tag ends of conversations from earlier years. As 
one sees the gaunt figure in the high boots, black 
suit and stove-pipe hat standing silently in the fading 
light, it is possible to believe for a moment that it is 
Abe himself. And the young Illinoisan who plays the 
role of Lincoln feels also that imitation has somehow 
become merged with reality. 
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THIS ACTOR, AS IT happens, is the only member of 
the amateur, semi-professional and professional cast who has 
never had even the smallest stage experience or the slightest 
inclination in that direction. He is Harlington Wood Jr., a 
Springfield lawyer, as was Lincoln. He also resembles Lincoln 
in being slightly less than six feet four inches high and he 
is 32, about three ‘years older than Lincoln was when he left 
New Salem. 

Wood’s physical resemblance in stature to the Great 
Emancipator was undoubtedly the cause of his being chosen 
for the role. Or so he assumes. All he knows, for sure, is 
that a Petersburg (Ill.) friend, who as a member of the New 
Salem Lincoln League was partly responsible for the produc- 
tion of “Forever This Land,” suggested that he read over the 
part at the preliminary auditions. The director of the play, 
William MaclIlwiney, chose Wood for the role, despite his 
inexperience, on the strengih of this one reading. 
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WOOD BELIEVES NOW that his feeling for the Lincoln 
tradition must have strongly: influenced his conception of 
how the lines should be read. Like most natives of Spring- 
field he has grown up in Lincoln’s shadow. His law office in 
the Illinois Building stands just across the street from the 
Sangamon County Court House which was the capitol of 
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HARLINGTON WOOD, JR., AS HE LOOKS, AT LEFT, IN REAL 
LIFE, AND AS HE LOOKS IN ROLE OF LINCOLN. 

Illinois when Lincoln was in the State Legislature, and Wood 
has practiced his profession within the same walls. As a

As portrayed by Wood the New Salem rail-split- 
ter is gangling and shy and speaks in a deep-voiced 
resonant drawl. One of the purposes of the play is toe 
show the effect of the New Salem environment on Lin- 
coln’s character. Toward that end young Wood makes 
his Lincoln a meditative man who weighs his words 
and ponders the significance and relationship of 
events. His fellow villagers are inclined to regard 
him as aimless and they rebuke him from time to time 
for not sticking to one thing—he has been a failure 
as a storekeeper — and for wasting too much time 
reading books. Even so they detect a certain depth 
of life in his personality and as the play progresses 
their growing respect for this awkward young man 
leads them to an increasing reliance on his judgment 
and leadership. It is in this period that he is made a 
captain in the Black Hawk war, becomes postmaster 
and runs, for the Illinois legislature, 
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ONE OF THE TWO main themes of “Forever This Land,” 
is the romantic relationship between Lincoln and Ann Rutledge 
which is construed by the playwright, Kermit Hunter, of North 
Carolina, as having been the decisive influence in awakening 
Lincoln’s ambition, No documentary evidence exists that 
would either support or deny this assumption. But since a 
young and ufattached man in a tiny community must have 
been sensitively aware of the loveliest girl in the village, the 
inference of a close and even sentimental friendship between 
the two is certainly warranted. In any case the episode is 
treated with restraint. The audience may surmise what it 
will about the nature of Abe’s devotion to Ann. 
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THE PLAY’S SECOND motive is the creative pride that 
James Rutledge, Ann’s father, feels for the village of New 
Salem that he founded and his desperate unavailing struggle 
to keep it alive. This theme and the romantic element con- 
stitute the continuing dramatic threads of the piece that tie 
it together and give it a compactness often lacking in other

DLAI (almost rhymes with 

“gladly”) EWING STEVEN- 

SON, thirty-second Governor 
of the State of Illinois, is 52 
years old, weighs 185 pounds and 
stands 5 feet, 914 inches. He is 
an earnest, urbane and affable 
man who speaks with an Eastern 
accent, wears Brooks Brothers 
shirts and has an income of some 
$50,000 a year, including his sal- 
ary of $12,000. 

He has a detached viewpoint 
about his sudden emergence as 
a major figure on the world scene 
which sometimes pleases, some- 
times pains and always puzzles 
professional politicians. 

The Governor’s ‘self-possession 
under trying circumstances is not 
a newly acquired characteristic. 
In 1937 Stevenson and his wife, 
the former Ellen Borden, from 
whom he was divorced in 1949, 
decided to build a house in the 
country. They acquired 70 acres 
of choice real estate in Liberty- 
ville, near the fashionable suburb 
of Lake Forest, Ill. There they 
invested some $30,000 in a small 
but elegant building in the mod- 
ern style, with steel walls and 
picture windows. Six weeks aft- 
er they had moved into it, the 
house caught fire on an evening 
when they were not at home. By 
the time the Stevensons reached 
the scene of the conflagration, it 
was too late for anyone to do 
much except stand around and 
watch the structure burn to the 
ground. 

One of the neighbors who was 
near Stevenson in the crowd of 
spectators edged over to express 
his sympathy. As he did so a bit 
of burning debris floated through 
the air and dropped at the own- 
er's feet. Stevenson picked it up 
and calmly lit a cigarette with it. 

“Oh, well,” he said, “as you can 
see, we are still using the house.” 

Stevenson's ability to achieve 
minor mots in moments of stress 
is less the result of flippancy than 
of an overly strict conscience 
which obliges him to set himself 
unusually high standards of effi- 
ciency and deportmeént. And it 
forbids him to seek the sympathy 
of outsiders. Thus, on the occa- 
sion of the fire, to have betrayed 
his inward feelings would have 
seemed to Stevenson unpardon- 
able and might have caused him 
mcre remorse than the loss of his 
property. 

Stevenson owes much of his 
success in private and public life 
to a remarkable proficiency in the 
role of trouble-shooter, as, succes- 
sively, a corporation lawyer, a 
Washington bureaucrat, a diplo- 
mat and a state executive. In ad- 
dition to commanding him to 
work hard and effectively, his 
conscience forbids him to take 
apparent pride in the results of 
doing so. Stevenson has formed 
the habit of telling stories on 
himself which show him in the 
light of a comedy character who 
never does anything right and 
can be counted on to make a hash 
of anything he undertakes. Long 
practice at this form of deception 
has made Stevenson so adept at 
it that he sometimes almost suc- 
ceeds in fooling himself. 

x * * 

TEVENSON’S habitual air of 
§ aszrieved if not downright in- 

dignant self-deprecation would 
be disarming in almost anyone, 
but in a man who has been widely 
regarded as 
the biggest job in the nation, if 
not in the world, it seems to the 
casual] observer especially refresh- 
ing. Political experts however 
take a different view about such 
Potential presidential 
candidates are supposed to be 
over-stuffed with assurance, on 
the premise that obvious self- 
confidence is the first prerequis- 
ite for enlisting the confidence 
of their fellow citizens. 

Stevenson himself is more en- 
tertained than aggrieved by such 
attitudes. “I must confess,” he 
remarked recently, “I seem to 
spend.a lot of time reading about 
myself in papers and magazines 
these days. The awful thing is, I 
can’t say that I mind it much 
either.”

HE Governor flew to New 
T York on Sunday, the twentieth 

of January. Monday night, he 
made his speech at the Urban 
League dinner. On Tuesday the 
twenty-second, the Governor 
caught a noon train for Washing- 
ton and arrived about four o’clock. 
There he picked up a sheaf of 
telephone messages, including one 
from the White House which led 
to the arrangement by which the 
Governor entered the front door 
of Blair House at eight-thirty that 
evening. Stevenson returned to 
his hotel around eleven and, the 
next morning, breakfasted with 
Illinois’ Junior Senator, Paul 
Douglas. 

When a presidential caller stays 
for two hours of private chat with 
the chief executive, Washington 
reporters naturally become curi- 
ous. Under the circumstances 
existing at that moment, which 
were that Truman had already 
hinted that he might not run 
again, their curiosity’ about 
Stevenson's call was more intense 


than it would have been other- 


presidential possibility. There- 
after, the Stevenson boom gained 
momentum with rapidity possibly 
unmatehed since William Jen- 
nings Bryan took the nation by 
storm with his Cross of Gold 
speech in 1896. 


If the start of Stevenson’s prese 
idential boom was_ sensational, 
what followed was even more s0, 
This began with an appraisal by 
political experts of precisely what 


- the excitement was all about. The 


astonishing thing about Steven- 
son, it developed, was not. that 
President Truman and the rest 
of the nation had discovered him 
simultaneously in January 1952 
but that both had not discovered 
him long before.

In 1948, when Truman bare- 
ly carried Illinois by 34,000 vctes, 
tevenson had been elected Gov- 
ernor by a landslide majority of 
the largest in history. 
This vote might have been to 
some degree attributable to the 
squalid character of his prede- 
cessor’s administration, but Stev- 
enson was, it seemed, more than 
a mere vote-getter.

By the following afternoon, 
Stevenson’s name was, accord- 
ingly, spread from coast to coast 
jn the headlines, and while no one 
except Truman and the Governor 
knew then exactly what had been 
said, it was not hard to draw a 
reasonable inference. By Wednes- 
day evening the. Governor had 
been photographed dozens of 
times by leading news agencies, 
and the political cohkumnist had 
begun to speculate seriously about 
his future. The next day, as it 
happened, Time magazine came 
out with his picture on the cover. 

By the time Stevenson boarded 
a Thursday morning plane for

might. indeed have been an acci- 
dent. The forces themselves were 
not only logical but apparently so 
irresistible as to defy consistent

On starting to investigate the 
validity of the Stevenson claim, 
the first. thing the experts did 
was Naturally to scratch around 
on the surface ih search. of bio- 
graphical data. This promptly re- 
vealed a deep vein of pure gold. 
It developed that Stevenson came. 
from a family which, in the state

As to the cause of the Presi- 
dent's apparent enthusiasm for 
Stevenson, that appeared to rest 
upon ah even stronger basis than 
had at first glance been apparent. 
Since Stevenson had far outrun 
the President in Illinois, he was 
probably entitled fo most of the 
credit for keeping that important. 
state in the Democratic column. 
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to/feel that he deserves some sort 
of reward if only for not falling 
off. In this case, as the politicos 
were quick to observe, the Presi- 
dent had been, in effect, a hitch- 
hiker on the Stevenson | band- 
wagon; but instead of commuting 
to Washington to seek the prizes 
to which he was so clearly en- 
titled, Stevenson had stayed in 
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Illinois and attended to state busl- 
ness, 
*x* * 
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TEVENSON himself, when the 
S jostling -experts got close 

enough to peek over each 
others’ shoulders for a close look, 
proved to be an eminently per- 
sonable dignitary, whose qualifi- 
cations for the White House im- 
proved upon acquaintance. The 
Governor, it developed, was not 
merely a good after-dinner speak- 
er but easily the best all-around 
political orator to appear on the 
United States scene since F.D.R. 
His radio voice was only sur- 
passed by his presence on tele- 
vision. Finally, wonder of won- 
ders, he was the first major 
United States public figure in a 
generation who in addition to de- 
livering a speech could write one, 

Stevenson wrote more than 
speeches. He could even turn out 


smooth professiona] pieces for top 


United States publications like 
Foreign Affairs and the Atlantic 
Monthly and had just proved it 
with the lead article in each. The 
subjects of these essays were 
United States foreign policy, 
especially in regard to Korea, 
and United States morals, espe- 
cially in regard to political cor- 
ruption. and crime, which were 
sure to be, respectively, the 
major United States foreign and 
domestic issues in the campaign 
of 1952. Stevenson qualified not 
as a theorist but as a practical 
authority on both, since smash- 
ing gambling and corruption was 
one of his top gubernatorial feats 
in Illinois and since foreign 
policy had been his chief metier 
for most of his adult life prior 
to his election. 

There was aniy one thing left 
for the goggle-eyed experts to do 
after adding all this up. That was 
to compare Stevenson with the 
rest of the field in the Democratic 
party. When they did so, the re- 
sults were startling. The party 
had, to be sure, a half dozen or so 
fairly sound bits of presidential 
timber lying around, such as Vin- 
son, Harriman, Kefauver, Kerr, 
Lausche, and Russell. What with 
one thing or another however, it 
turned out that all the boards had 
knots in them, in the form of 
faulty geography, old age, inabil- 
ity to articulate, dis-sympathy 
with the President or whatever. 
In short, it became clear not only 
that Stevenson was a candidate of 
heroic stature but also that there 
was no one else whose qualifica- 
tions. were even faintly compar- 
able. 

* * * 

HE only possible objection 

that could be made to Stevén- 

son after a careful appraisal 
of the situation seemed to be 
that he was still, despite the 
furor about the Blair House 
meeting, relatively unknown out- 
side his own state. This weak- 
ness was speedily remedied by 
a spate of articles, picture 
stories, evaluations and _ inter- 
views in newspapers, magazines 
and on the major radio and 
television networks. Political 
‘pundits like Marquis Childs, Jo- 
seph Alsop and Ernest Lindley 
convened at the Executive Man- 
sién; the Governor's personal 
mail, which had previously aver- 
aged a hundred or so letters a 
week jumped to 300 a day; his 
office staff was deluged by tele- 
grams and phone calls. 

By the middle of April rough 
estimates of the situation showed 
that Stevenson coukd certainly 
win the nomination with ease 
if not on the first ballot then, 
at latest, on the second. It was at 
this juncture that Stevenson, 
theretofore in the position of a 
man who has won the grand prize 
in a sweepstakes without even 
buying a ticket, announced that 
he could not run, 

Stevenson’s announcement read, 
in part, as follows: 

“I have been urged to announce 
my candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination for President, but I 
am a candidate for Governor of 
Illinois and I cannot run for two 
offices at the same time. More- 
over, my duties as Governor do 
not presently afford the time to 
campaign for the nomination even 
if I wanted it. ..:.” | 

A few days after making his 
statement, the Governor was 
asked whether; without altering 
or amplifying it in any way, he 
would give an account of how he 
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had reached his decision. Stevene 
son said, in part: 

“As far as I was concerned, I 
had ‘the conviction that having 
made my bed, I should lie in it. 
Having announced that I was 
going to run for Governor, I 
shouldn’t be diverted from doing 
it by any deliberate or voluntary 
act on my part. We had started 
a lot of things here that I wanted 
to finish. 

“I dreaded, for instance, to see 
what might happen to our bigh- 
way program. I didn’t want ta 
see our welfare program slip back 
into the old muddy routine. Then 
there were many other things. I 
felt an obligation to a lot of peo- 
ple who had come down here to 
help me, and a lot of citizens who 
had given me their confidence 
and support, However, I began 
to see for a certainty that if I 
just made a statement to the 
effect that I wouldn’t campaign 
for the nomination, people were 
going to make a candidate out of 
me anyway. Then I would find 
myself in the very distasteful 
position of running for two offices 
at the same time. I should add 
that I have no ambition to be 
President. That nobody will be- 
lieve, but it’s the truth... ” 

* * * 

HILE Stevenson's statement 
W vas about as clear a declara- 

tion of intentions as could 
have been hoped for, two ques- 
tions, in the nature of things, re- 
mained unanswered by it. One 
was whether under the circum- 
stances his party would accept it, 
at face value. The answer to this 
appeared to be “no” for a “draft 
Stevenson” movement started the 
day after it was issued. The other 
question, even if tHe party did 
accept it, was where it left 
Stevenson. 

The facts were simple enough, 

If Stevenson had announced, 
shortly after the famous Blair 
House meeting with Truman, that 
he wanted a presidential nomina- 
tion, it would have contradicted 
his .previous announcement that 
he was seeking a second term as 
governor. In addition to being 
out of character, such a contra- 
diction would have been so frive 
olous as, incidentally, to have en- 
dangered Stevenson’s chances of 
getting a nomination—since there 
were no concrete developments to 
which he could have attributed 
his sudden change of mind. 

There was in fact only one time 
when Stevenson could, with any 
propriety whatever, have declared 
himself for the presidency. That 
was before“he had declared him- 
self for governor. Even then the. 
propriety would have been ques- 
tionable on other grounds, since 
no one had suggested that he do 
such a thing. 

In saying that he “could not” 
accept a presidential nomination, 
Stevenson was merely acknowl- 
edging an obligation from which 
he was powerless to release him- 
self. He could however be re- 
leased from the obligation by 
others than himself—specifically 
by the members of the Democrat- 
ic National Convention. 

2 *o° 

HEN an officer is promoted, 
Wiis new responsibilities pre- 

clude former ones. Like- 
wise. a politician's loyalty te 
the whole country must exceed 
his duty to any part of it. To be 
sure,-thére was only one way to 
find out whether Stevenson would 
accept a draft. That was to draft 
him. But the real uncertainty 
was less whether it was his duty 
to accept a draft than whether 
it was the convention’s duty to 
find out. - ! 

As to his duty, opinions nat- 
urally varied, but certain facts at 
least were plain. The American 
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candidate available in the Demo- 


tion were, therefore, only two, 
One was whether it really wanted 
the best; and the other was wheth- 
er, if it did want the best, it had 
the courage and the common 
sense to get it. ,

ESPITE the shower of last week, Belleview Valley re- 
[) main one of the driest spots in the Middlewest and we 
make the best we can of it.

Old Veronica, for as long 
as we can remember, has 
disliked the heat of sum- 
mer.

of her days are spent in the granary beside the road, which 


also serves as our garage. Here the roof of the car standing 
in the open aisle seems to afford a resting place with a cool 
cross draft, so that the car hood is always covered with cat 
tracks and often, when I back out into the road, the old girl 
comes bouncing down from her perch on the roof. But now 
and then she gets hungry or craves human companionship;

The days at the farm pass in a steady round of 
routine work. We’ve been fitting two fields for a crop 
of late sudan grass to use for pasture or hay. But it is 
typical of the farmer’s lot that when there’s an emer- 
gency call for seed, no seed is available. Thus last 
week there were no soybeans, no kaffir, milo or sor- 


ghum cane on the St. Louis market. Yet these are 
things you can’t stock ahead of time, for the seed is 


expensive and would be wasted if no emergency 
arose—or even if the drouth held on persistently so 
that the seed wouldn’t sprout if it were planted. 
Each morning at sunrise and in the afternoon at 5, 
‘we hear the tinkle of the small bell Old Guernsey 
carries around her neck, as she comes in from the 
‘pasture to be milked. The chickens, urged on by a 
liberal ration of skim-milk and the liberty of the 
_darn-Jot, still turn out their daily quota of eggs. 
.Four young yearling bulls which seemed too promis- 
ing to be sold as steers are fattening in the pen, 
though we may yet send them to market if they 
don’t soon find buyers.

A BOUT the year 3,470,000,000 


B.C., according to cosmologist 
Gamow, the universe became 


cold and dark. But this was only 
a temporary phase in the evoly- 
tionary process. 

Throughout ‘the’ length and 
breadth of the universe ,the cos- 
mic dust afd gas permeated in an 
incredibly low concentration. But 
dynamically a gas in this highly 
diluted state, because it is sub- 
ject to gravitational forces, is 
intrinsically unstable and in time 
will collect or aggregate into 
giant clouds—embrye galaxies. 

The smallest possible mass of 
these clouds must have been on 
the order of several million times 
the:mass of the sun. That our gal- 
axy is far larger than this is 
probably explained by the fact 
that the formula used to com- 
pute these masses neglects the 
effect of expansion. However, the 
astronomers are even today find- 
ing more and more little dwarf 
galaxies in space less than I per 
cent the size of ours. 

Once the embryo galaxies had 
formed they could not be dis- 
rupted. So the material in the 
universe remained separated in 
large individual masses—on the 
order of quadrillions of ‘miles in 
diameter—expanding through the 
universe at random with almost 
complete vacuums between them.

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End of the 'Test Tube’ Burglar

ILLARD F. WRIGHT, who 

just “had to'steal,” has proved 

that man’s capacity for good 
or evil lies beyond the reach of a 
surgeon’s knife. 

More than five years ago, the 
soft-spoken, mild-mannered man 
underwent a delicate brain opera- 
tion in the hope it ‘would end his 
“uncontrollable urge to steal.” 

But last month, disillusioned by 
the failure of science to conquer 
crime, Wright did what surgery 
couldn’t. He closed out his long 
career of crime—but only at the 
price of life itself. 

Faced with a possible life im- 
prisonment as an habitual crim- 
inal after police pinned 28 bur- 
glaries on him within the past 
year and a half, Wright chose to 
kill himself. In a farewell note 
to the woman who married him 
after he vowed to go straight, 
Wright explained: “I am sentenc- 
ing myself to death for.my evil 
deeds.” 

Then he broke his eyeglasses 
and used one of the lenses to 
sever an artery in his arm. When 
State Police at the nearby town 
of Butler checked his cell early 
on the morning of June 29, Mil- 
lard Wright was dead. 

Thus ended one of the most 
bizarre cases in legal and medical 
annals. It was back in April, 
1947, that Wright gambled his 
clear, active mind for the chance 
to become an honest man. He 
asked court permission to submit 
to a brain operation which he 
hoped would “make me a useful 
member of society.” 

He was gambling for big stakes. 
The operation could have killed 
or enfeebled-him. But the “brain 
burglar,” as he was destined to 
be tagged, had spent 24 of his 38 
years in and out of jails—and he 
seemed earnestly anxious to stay 


out for good. 
The operation,.known as a pre- 


frontal lobotomy, was performed 
“in the interests of medical 
science” by Dr. Yale Davia Kos- 
koff, one of the country’s leading 


‘neurosurgeons who now is direc- 


tor of medical research at Pitts- 
burg’s Montefiore Hospital. 

The first night after the opera- 
tion, Wright almost died. For a 
month, his speech was 80 im- 
paired he couldn’t put words to- 
gether to make sense. He also 
experienced trouble in thinking 


and remembering. 

But gradually these effects 
wore off. And when Wright left 
the hospital two months after the 
brain operation he appeared as 
normal as he had ever been. In- 
deed, he exhibited a better com- 
mand of English grammar than 
ever before.

glary charges facing him—a 

hangover from his pre-opera- 
tion days. When he showed up in 
court, pleading for immediate for- 
giveness, the judge refused to go 
along. However, Wright did draw 
a relatively light sentence for a 
constant repeater—two and one- 
half to 12 years—and the promise 
of early parole if he merited it. 


In Western Penitentiary, Wright 
was a model prisoner—as usual. 
Under court order, he became a 
“test tube” prisoner, because phy- 
sicians and psychologists were 
directed to follow his progress to 
determine whether he had shed 
his urge to steal. 


Admittedly, Wright’s prison stay 
was not an ideal testing grounds. 
The temptation, as well as the op- 
portunity, to steal was at a mini- 
mum behind prison walls, Never- 
theless, in October, 1949, Wright 
won his parole. Even the doctors 
and police officials who doubted 
the” value of the brain surgery 
agreed he made an effort to hew 
to the straight-and-narrow. 

He became a regular church- 
goer and attended Sunday school 
classes. He read books to improve 
himself, including many works on 
psychology. At one time, he even 
sought a chance to act as a volun- 
teer, unpaid counselor to-juvenile 
delinquents in a suburban com-

itor, then landed a better-paying 
position at a candy factory. He 
went out of his way to cultivate 
friends, especially among persons 
whom he regarded as being above 
his social and .intellectual level. 
“In this way,” he explained one 
day. “I hope they’ll lift me to 
their position in life.” 

What about that old urge to 
steal? “It’s not there anymore,” 
he declared. “That’s all in the 
past,” 


When he fell in love with 
young, fair-haired Roberta Steck- 
ey, the future looked bright. 
@hey were married in April 1951, 
and rented a nicely-furnished, 
four-room apartment near the fac- 
tory where Wright worked. 

Then came nights when Wright 
would go out and not return un- 
til the small hours. But his bride, 
who also worked, suspected noth- 
ing wrong—until one night when 
she spotted him bringing in a 
couple of suitcases filled with 
clothes. 

“He told me he had bought 
them at a bargain and intended 
to sell them at a profit,’ Mrs. 
Wright related. “I didn’t think 
‘anything about it.” 

Nor did anyone else—until 
June 18, 1952. That day, the 
detective bureau received a call 
from the operator of a pawn 
shop on Pittsburgh’s north side. 
An electric fan and watch which 
had been reported stolen recent- 
ly from a home in Indiana, Pa., 
about 40 miles north of here, 
had just been pawned, he re- 
ported. 

The transaction was easy to 
trace. The man who brought the 
items in had’ given his right name 
and address. He told police he 
got the goods from a fellow em- 
ploye. The name: Millard Wright. 

He told the detectives he was 
to meet Wright again that night 
at six. When Wright ‘sauntered 
up with a typewriter, two watches

I made a sincere and 
serious effort to go straight after 
the operation.

es regularly and I never smoked 
or drank.” 

Then what happened? 

“I don’t know,” he said. “I 
don’t know what came over me. 
I just got nervous and moody. 
My nerves must have got the 
best of me.

ITHIN the next week, Wright 
confessed to 28 burglaries in 
13. Western Pennsylvania 
counties and in West Virginia. 
“But there was never any vio- 
“I don’t 
believe in violence.” Wright ex- 
plained he would go to a house, 
sometimes alone and sometimes 
with an accomplice, and-knock on 
the door. “If no one answered,” 
he told police, “we would break 
in and split everything 50-50. If 
someone answered, we would ask 
a silly question and depart.” 


In all the years Wright was in 
trouble, beginning at age 13, he 
never used a gun although he 
stole weapons from the homes he 
entered and once, as a youngster, 
was caught carrying a pistol. 


“That taught me a lesson,” he 
explained. “I never carried a 
gun after that.” Nor did Wright 
ever hold up any individual. He 
stole only by breaking into homes 
and stores when nobody was 
around. With rare exception, he 
was a lone wolf. 

He insisted he committed bur- 
glary on the spur of the moment. 
But many of his crimes indicated 
advance planning. Indeed, he 
must have cased some of the 
places he hit during his last 
crime spree while returning to 
Pittsburgh from his honeymoon— 
for he had never been in some 
of the towns before. 

Generally, Wright picked on the 
homes of the well-to-do. But he 
usually used the poor man’s “shoe 
leather express” for his escape, 
because he had no car.

NCE he called a taxi after 

looting a home in residential 

Mount Lebanon, a few miles 
south of Pittsburgh. It proved 
his downfall because a policeman 
stopped to ask what he was doing 
in the street with a couple of 
luggage bags in his hands. 

That was the last robbery he 
staged before undergoing the 
brain surgery. In the operation, 
the doctor drilled two small holes, 
each about the size of a nickel, 
through Wright’s skull. Then he 
reached in to snip some of the 
“cables” that lead from’ the 
“thinking cap” to the “emotion 
box.” 

The thinking cap is the brain’ $ 
pre-frontal lobe, situated just 
under the skull at the front hair- 
line.

OBOTOMIES usually are a 
last resort procedure in mental 
patients. Recently, they have 

been used with some success in 
hopeless cancer victims suffering 
from intractable pain. 


In Wright’s case, science hoped 
it would be able to curb his urge 
to steal. Evidently, science did 
get to first base—because Wright 
managed to stay out of difficulty 
perhaps longer than at any time 
in his adult life except when in 
prison. But he eventually re- 
verted to his lawless ways. 

Dr. Edward E. Mayer, director 
of the Allegheny County Behavior 
Clinic in Pittsburgh, was one 
psychiatrist who insisted the 
brain surgery wouldn’t work. “In 
the first place,” he remarked, “a 
lobotomy reduces self ymin 


Therefore, an operation of that 
kind cannot be conceived as one 
to give the individual better con- 
trol over his impulses. 

“What is called a _ criminal 
tendency apparently is a lack of 
control over the impulses or a 
lack of moral senseeor a defici- 
ency in judgment. It is difficult 
to control such a~- tendency 
through such an operation be- 
cause a lobotomy removes con- 
trol in itself.” . 


But other psychiatrists point to 
the fact that lobotomies have 
been known to curb suicidal 
urges in mental cases. In view 
of this, they contend, it’s not too 
far-fetched to think that some day 
science may be able to curb 
criminal urges in a similar man- 
ner. 

Dr. Koskoff himself has been 
keenly disappointed. “I guess,” 
he said, “the combination of 
psychosurgery, psychotherapy and 
kindness was not sufficient to al- 
ter the acquisitive process in this 
patient.” 

Wright said it more simply 
himself, a short time before he 
decided to end it all. “With me,” 
he declared, “it just didn’t work.”

L PEARCE, head man of “Al 

A Pearce and His Gang,” a ra- 

dio classic, had been on the 

air 19 years and had logged 6000 

hours of performing time when 

he retired—or thought he had 

retired—in 1946 and went into 
the prune business. 

But prunes or no. prunes, 
Pearce came out of professional 
retirement ast February to go on 
television with the Al Pearce and 
His Gang show. He did 65 per- 
formances from the Earl Car- 
roll Theater in Hollywood, over 
CBS-TV. The audience response 
was fine, but he had to do the 
show five mornings a week at 
7:45 a.m. to catch the morning 
time across the country. Since 
there was no show directly ahead 
or behind him, he had to shoulder 
the cable cost of $7000 a week, a 
big dent in the budget. 

So he came east from his home 
in Laurel Canyon, near Holly- 
wood, and now his show is being 
telecast from New York (KSD- 
TV, 9:45 am. Monday through 
Thursday and 9:30 a.m. Fridays). 

The Al Pearce gang once num- 
bered 28 performers and they 
played some 8000 vaudeville dates 
in addition to the radio shows, 
owing to the fact that the money 
never quite supported the whole 
mob.

Too Young to Wed

Dear Martha: 
UR 17-year-old daughter completed her Sudilor year in 
high sehool last month. During her freshman year she 
began dating and during her sophomore year she began 
going with one boy steady and has continued to date him for 
near two years now. Re- 
cently, she told us he loves 
her and she loves him and 
that they became engaged 
last March. She says. they 
want to be married as soon 
as they can, preferably in 
August and a church wed- 
ding such as she has always 
dreamed of. She said she 
was afraid to tell us at the 
time of her engagement be- 
cause she feared our disap- 
proval. Her father and I 
more than disapprove, we 
are bitterly opposed not 
only to her marrying now 
but to her marrying this 
young man. He has just 
reached 18, only about two 
months older than she. We 
are terribly opposed to her 
marrying him anytime. We 
have always planned on her 
finishing high school, meeting many eligible men, having 
many men friends, finding among them one who is suitable 
and marrying well. And now this! My husband and I have ar- 
gued for hours with her but we can’t change her mind. She 
said she loves him and “if he wants to marry me now, why 
shouldn’t I do it? He can support me.” She now threatens 
that if we don’t give our consent, she will elope with him 
as soon as she becomes 18 in October. We are not what one 
might call “high-hat,” but this boy is from a family which 
simply isn’t our kind at all. It isn’t a matter of money—I 
don’t believe she should marry for money—but he is definitely 
a much lower type than she is. Don’t you think it would be 
best for her to break her engagement, finish high school and 
go on to college as all of us (our daughter included) dreamed 
and planned for the past 10 years?

It is natural for parents to covet a happy marriage for 
their children and to hope the partners they choose will be of 
similar backgrounds and tastes. At.17, your daughter believes 
she has found the man she wants to marry and is so con- 
vinced that it is right that she is willing to leave school 
and to risk your displeasure, even heartbreak, to gain happi- 
ness. None of us, not you, not.she, can look into the future 
and know whether the decisions we make today are wise or 
foolish, But the odds would seem to be on the side of the 


parents in this case. I agree she should finish high school 
and go on to college, if possible, not only to gain poise and 
maturity and an ability to meet difficult problems, but to 
prepare herself for economic independence. But your argu- 
ments have not helped and I am quite sure that threats or 
eajoling would be no more successful. A reasonable, compas- 
sionate analysis of the entire problem with your daughter, 
with no trace of bitterness, might help her make a wiser 
decision. Perhaps if you do not insist that she break her 
engagement, but only that she wait awhile before marrying, 
she will be more agreeable to your suggestion that she finish 
her education and the hope that she will grow away from 
this young man may come true. An extended trip or a visit 
of several months out of the city might help. Your minister 
or a teacher she admires could discuss with her the advisability 
of waiting until she is older. But if none of these is the 
~ answer, if she marries despite your opposition, you can only 
accept her choice with what grace you can muster, and 
pray that her marriage will be joyous and successful.

Tripled in First Three Weeks 
of July; Due in Part to 
Law Changes. 


Three times the normal number 
of applications for federal old-age 
insurance were received at local 
social security offices during the 
first three weeks of July, T. L. 
Gaukel, Social Security Adminis- 
a manager here, said yester- 

ay. 

He said the sharp rise could 
be attributed in part to the fact 
that most older workers in the 
newly covered groups earned 
their year and one-half of cover- 
age under the 1950 law by June 
30, and many of them decided 
to retire immediately thereafter. 

This group includes the self- 
employed, household and farm 
workers, government and non- 
profit organization employes and 
others in newly covered groups, 
Gaukel said. 

Anoother factor contributing to 
the big incr@éase in the number of 


applicants was the provision 
which allows persons over 75 
years of age to draw socia! securi- 
ty and continue to work, Gaukel 


said. 

Besides that, he added, the in- 
crease from $50 to $75 of the 
amount that persons between 65 
and 75 years of age can earn 
monthly without affecting their 


social security has resulted in the 
filing of numerous applications | 
for social security benefits, 

“Persons who have completed 
a year and a half of work after 
1950,” Gaukel explained, “can 
have their benefits figured under 
a new formula which in most 
cases will give a higher payment 
than if earnings from January l, 
1937, were used.”

Even Convention Delegates Are Often As- 
tonished by Selections — F.D.R. Figured

WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP)— 
Choosing vice presidential candi- 
dates is a strange and wonderful 


process. 

Once the convention floor bat- 
tle over the presidential nominee 
is ended, the choosing of a man 
for the second place is usually a 
private affair among party strate- 
gists. 

The variety of thoughts that 
have passed through the minds of 
those prince-makers in_ the 
smoke-filled rooms from the time 
of the first Vice President would 
astound the simple voter. Even 
convention delegates are often as- 
tonished. 

The stage managing at the 1920 
Democratic convention, for in- 
stance, was very subtle. 

There had been a stiff battle 
before James M. Cox of Ohio won 
the presidential nomination and 
the losing and winning factions 
had many prominent vice presi- 
dential aspirants. The stage man- 
agers permitted all of them to be 
nominated and seconded, since it 
pleased them and their followers 
to hear the pretty speeches and 
see the demonstrations. 


Smith Gave Tip-Off. 

The tip-off came when Alfred 
E. Smith, New York Governor 
and power in the party, arose to 
second the nomination of an al- 
most. unknown youngster from his 
home state, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt.

Here’s the way the string-pull- 
ers had figured it out: 

Cox had the cities and north- 
east behind him. The South was 
behind William G. McAdoo, one 
of the losers. Roosevelt was a 
McAdoo supporter. 

Also, Roosevelt should assure 
Cox of the big New York elec- 
toral vote. Roosevelt had to some 
extent opposed Tammany, which 
should win him friends outside 
the state. And he bore the name 
that had been made magic by 
Theodore Roosevelt. He was 
young, too—38 at the time. 

The geographical consideration 
has almost always been of pri- 
mary importance. From 1789 un- 
til 1824 the ticket had always 
been split between Virginia and 
either Massachusetts or New 
York. Pennsylvania was often a 
contender. Later an East-West 
axis became typical. 

It is the political doctrine of 
balance and trade. The losing 
state or region is conciliated to 
maintain harmony and win votes. 
A man for Vice President is 
usually picked from a big state 
in the region to be placated, be- 
cause under the unit rule his 
state supplies a good wad of elec- 
toral votes. 


Notable Exception. 

The notable exception to the 
geographical rule was the Repub- 
lican choice of Schuyler Colfax 
of Indiana to run with Ulysses S. 
Grant of Illinois. Never before 
or since have the candidates from 
one party been from adjoining 
states. But Grant’s nomination 
had been so cut-and-dried and his 
election was so sure that the 
party bosses decided to let the 
convention fight it out in its own 
way—one of the few times that 
has ever happened, 

A good example of the think- 
ing that often goes on in the 
minds of vice-president-makers 
was the choice of Theodore 
Roosevelt to run with William B. 
McKinley in 1900. The political 
bosses and money interests in 
New York engineered his nomina- 
tion to get Roosevelt out of the 
state, where as Governor he was 
trying to clean things up at an 
alarming pace. )

Visitors coming to Nassau will 
before long be able to see real 
proof that sunken treasure—how 
much of it is anybody’s guess— 
exists in the waters of the Ba- 
hamas. 

The evidence is a 72-pound sil- 
ver bar, recovered from the wreck 
of an ancient ship located near 
the southwest tip of Great Abaco. 
Its present worth from the stand- 
point of its silver cOntent is about 
$600 but in the year of the bar’s 
minting its purchasing power, as 
compared to the present, was in 
the neighborhood of $20,000. 

Tbe bar was discovered by Ros- 
coe Thompson and Howard Light- 
bourn, two Nassau business men 
who have spent more than 18 
years of their spare time hunting 
for sunken treasure.

PHIL M. DONNELLY, Lebanon. 
~—He served as Governor of Mis- 
souri in 1945-48. His term as 
chief executive was regarded as 
an outstanding one, although it 
was marked by storm periods 
that usually attend an aggressive 
administration. 

Unlike some Missouri Gover- 
nors, he usually took a definite— 
and determined—stand on state 
affairs, and was not unwilling to 
do battle with his adversaries, 
whether politicians, legislators, 
labor leaders or federal office- 
holders. Some of his critics pre- 
fer to regard his positive stands 
on governmental matters as stub- 
bornness, rather than determina- 
tion. 

Donnelly is being supported 
by old time party leaders such as 
James M. Pendergast of Kansas 
City, Richard R. Nacy of Jeffer- 
son City and J. V. Conran otf 
New Madrid. His strength as a 
candidate, however, also comes 
from non-organization Democrats 
and from the expectation that he 
will be favored by many inde- 
pendent voters. 

If nominated and elected, Don- 


nelly will be the first man to win | t 


a second term as Governor of 
Missouri since 1828 and the first 
to be returned to the office after 
retiring from it. John Miller. a 
Democrat, was elected Governor 
in 1825 to fill a vacancy and 
was re-elected to a full four- 
year term in 1828. Under the 
present Missouri Constitution the 
Governor cannot serve two suc- 
cessive terms. 

An attorney, he is considered 
one of the best informed men in 
Missouri on state government, 
based on 22 years of active serv- 
ice in the Legislature—two in the 
House and 20 in the Senate, be- 
fore he was elected Governor in 
1944, and four years in the gov- 
ernorship. 

Donnelly’s disposition to carry 
through with his ideas is illus- 
trated by his refusal to permit 
interference with the text of his 
speech nominating Harry S. Tru- 
man for President in the Demo- 
cratic national convention in 
Philadelphia in 1948. 

Donnelly wrote the speech, but 
the publicity bureau of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee at- 
tempted to rewrite it, with some 
crowd-rousing passages and more 
references to the late President 
Roosevelt. Donnelly rejected the 
stepped-up version and let it be 
known he would make his own 
speech, or none. He made the 
nominating speech he had origi- 
nally written. 

Raids on Gambling Places. 

Early in his administration Don- 
nelly called on his police boards 
in St. Louis and Kansas City to 
élamp down on gambling, and he 
used the State Highway Patrol 
over the state for investigations 
and raids to stop gambling. 

Among places raided was the 
Green Hills Country Club near 
Kansas City, a casino of which 
Charles Binaggio of Kansas City, 
gambler and North Side Kansas 
City Democratic boss, was a part 
owner. Binaggio was killed in 
gang style in his political head- 
quarters in 1950. 

Binaggio called on Donnelly in 
the Governor’s office in the fall 
of 1945, to see what could be done 
about leniency for games of 
chance. He suggested to Donnelly 
that Green Hills could be left to 
local enforcement officers in 
Platte county, rather than state 
highway patrolmen. Donnelly 
terminated the interview with a 
blunt “you can’t operate,” and 
Binaggio went away. 

Aroused Labor Opposition 


In 1947, acting in conjunction 
with Attorney General J. E. Tay- 
lor, Donnelly ordered Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. to discon- 
sect the telephone service of Pio- 
neer News Service of St. Louis 
and the Harmony Publishing Co. 
sof Kansas City, which furnished 
bookmakers with wire racing re- 
sults provided by the Capone Syn- 
dicate of Chicago. The service was 
cut off after a prolonged series 
of legal actions. 

He aroused active opposition of 
AFL and CIO labor leaders be- 
cause he called for passage of leg- 
islation to prevent work stoppages 
affecting public interest, and be- 
eause he blocked organization of 
the St. Louis police union. 

As Governor, Donnelly took 
the position the proposed police 
union, barred by a rule of the 
Police Board, was illegal and 
against public policy. The no- 
union rule was upheld in a test 
case carried to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

In his message to the 1947 Leg- 
islature, Donnelly recommended 


HOWARD ELLIOTT, Ladue. A 
legislator of long experience, he 
entered the campaign for Gover- 
nor on a platform calling for a 
thorough clean-up in govern- 
ment. 

He is serving his sixteenth con- 
secutive year—eight terms—as a 
member of the Missouri House 
from St. Louis county, and has 
been a leader of the Republican 
side of the House, both in times 
of party control of minority sta- 
tus, almost from his first elec- 
tion. 


Elliott has the backing of most 
organization leaders in St. Louis, 
St. Louis county and Kansas City. 
He also is expected to have the 
support of many independent vot- 
ers and non-organization party 
members. 


Speaker of House. 


An aggressive and resourceful 
tactician in a legislative floor 
fight, he has engaged in many 
House battles. Speaker of the 
House in the 1943 and the 1945- 
1946 sessions, he is an able par- 
liamentarian with a flair for ora- 


ory. 

In the 1941 session, as Repub- 
lican minority floorleader, Elliott 
led the fight in the House to block 
the governorship “steal” plans of 
the Democratic state machine, de- 
signed to seat the late Lawrence 
McDaniel, Democrat, of St. Louis, 
over. Forrest C. Donnell, Repub- 
lican, of St. Louis, who was 
elected as governor by 3613 votes 
on returns from tthe 1940 elec- 
tion. 

The attempt to bar Donnell and 
seat McDaniel, through action by 
the Democratic-controlled Legis- 
lature, precipitated a long, in- 
tense battle which ended when a 
Democratic Missouri Supreme 
Court ordered Donnell seated. 

In the 1945-1946 session, when 
Elliott was Speaker of the House, 
the Legislature passed hundreds 
of bills revising state laws and 
reorganizing state executive de- 
partments, to conform to require- 
ments of the new state ‘constitu-

Passage of the King-Thompson 
pubiic utility no-strike law re- 
sulted, although Donnelly had to 
go before a joint session of the 
Republican-controlled Legislature 
to call for an effective act and 
“courageous, non-political” labor 
legislation, after a bill with virtu- 
ally no penalties or enforcement 
clauses had been drafted. His rec- 
ommendations were adopted in the 
bill passed. 


He did not sponsor, but signed, 
the Madison labor regulatory act 
barring jurisdictional and sym- 
pathy strikes, secondary boycotts 
and strikes against government. 
That act was repealed by the Leg- 
islature in 1949, at the behest of 
labor groups. 


The Governor’s position on such 
legislation produced charges from 
labor groups that he was “an 
enemy of labor,” which brought 
replies from Donnelly that labor 
leaders had displayed “utter dis- 
regard of the public interest,” and 
that “it is time for labor to clean 
house.” A state CIO convention 
in Jefferson City last September 
adopted a resolution declaring 
Donnelly was ‘‘most unacceptable 
to labor as a candidate for any 
public office.” 

A major storm was stirred up 
by Donnelly in 1948, when he 
fired all six members of the 
State Board of Training Schools, 
after the board members refused 
to resign, Donnelly charged the | 


board had failed to cope with 
conditions at the Training School 
for Boys at Boonville, and placed 
the State Highway Patrol in 
charge of tthe school. 

After considerable uproar, 
charges and counter charges, and 
ordering of a legislative inquiry 
into the operation of the schools, 
Donnelly appointed a new board, 
which brought about extensive re- 
forms and improvements. 


Donnelly took on a battle with 
the United States Department of 
Labor in 1946, when that depart- 
ment sought to dictate terms for 
return of the State Employment 
Service from federal to state con- 
trol after World War II, and 
threatened to withhold federal 
funds due the state if the terms 
were not accepted. 

The governor balked and took 
the stand the state would not be 
dictated to by “federal bureau- 
crats.” After exchanges of blasts 
the row was settled under an 
agreement which substantially 
sustained Donnelly’s position. 

He also took issue with federal 
officials on flood control plans in 
Missouri and insisted on adequate 
surveys, and inclusion of soil con- 
servation and small dams on 
tributaries, in the program. State 
consent to building of high dams 
was withheld. by Donnelly for 
several streams, including the 
Osage and Grand rivers, on the 
ground the high dams were not 
to the best interest of the state 
and that benefits would not com- 
pensate for losses that would be 
incurred. : 

He vetoed two different high- 


: 


rate loan interest bills passed by 
the Legislature in 1946 and 1947, 
which had the backing of the 
high-pressure small-loan lobby. He 
contended the bills were uncon- 
stitutional and the interest rates, 
ranging up to 27 per cent, were 
excessive. 


Donnelly, who did not hesitate 
to use his veto power, disapproved 
numerous measures, including a 
10-man State Highway Commis- 
sion bill which would have par- 
celed out state road building on 
a sectional basis; a $5-a-day ex- 
pense allowance for legislators; a 
bipartisan State Park Board bill, 
and others, 

Donnelly, 61 years old, is an at- 
torney with an extensive law prac- 
tice, including a district attorney 
post with the Frisco Railway. He 
is a graduate of the law school of 
St. Louis University and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1912. He 
formerly was city attorney of Leb- 
anon and prosecuting attorney of 
Laclede county. He is married 
and has one son, Philip David 
Donnelly, 


PHIL J. WELCH, St. Joseph. 
He is now completing his second 
twp-year term in Congress as 
Representative of the old Third

Welch, a former furniture deal- 
er, got his start in public life in 


1932, when he was elected to the |

Welch has the backing of the 
powerful Callanan-Shenker politi- 


cal machine in St. Louis and of | 
the anti-Pendergast groups in'| 
Kansas City. Support by the Cal- 
lanan-Shenker machine touched 
off a bitter fight for state party 
control and has precipitated hot 
intra-party fights in St. Louis. 
This is evidenced even in con- 
tests for Democratic committee 
posts in some of the city wards. 

Welch also has won the support 
of most of the AFL and CIO la- 
bor groups, 

Supporter of Truman Program 

In Congress, Welch has been 
a loyal supporter of President 
Truman’s Fair Deal program. 
During the present Eighty-sec- 
ond Congress he opposed a slash 
in the President’s request for $8,- 
500,000,000 economic aid to West- 
ern Europe. He also was paired 
against the bill to give coastal 
States title to the oil-rich tide- 
lands, which Truman opposed and 
vetoed. 

He voted against a bill which 
would have limited construction 
of public housing units to 5000 
for the 1952 fiscal year. The Ad- 
ministration opposed the measure, 
contending that its passage would 
amount to virtual repeal of the 
1949 housing act. Welch voted 
against restoring to the House 
Rules Committee its old power 
to block legislation by withhold- 
ing clearance for floor action. 

He voted for a bill providing 
that no more than 25 per cent 
of the federal job vacancies oc- 
curing during fiscal 1952 could 
be filled. He opposed a $10,200,- 


transmission lines, and he voted 
against an amendment to the Ad- 
ministration’s price control bill 
eliminating authority to regulate 
margins in commodity trading. 
From the viewpoint of labo 
groups, Welch’s congressional vot- 
ing record was considered good. 


Although Welch was loyal to 
the President’s legislative pro- 
gram, he did not support Tru- 
man’s hand-picked candidate for 
United States Senator in 1950, 
former State Senator Emery W. 
Allison of Rolla. He was the only 
Missouri Démocratic Congress- 
man who actively backed Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr. of St. Louis, 
who beat Allison in the primary 
and Republican Senator Forrest 
Donnell in the general election. 


In his campaign speeches, Welch 
declared he favors repeal of the 
state income tax, and pledged he 
would have a survey made of the 
state tax structure to ascertain if 
other levies can be reduced. He 
also has promised to effect econ- 
omies in the operation of state 
departments under the Gover- 
nor’s control, He has urged im- 
provement in the state road sys- 
tem. 

Welch, 57 years old, was born 
in St. Joseph and attended public 
schools there. He was an assist- 
ant director of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation from 1946, 
when he left the Mayor’s office, 
until he was elected to Congress 
for the first time in 1948.

STUART SYMINGTON, Creve 
Coeur, St. Louis county.—A for- 
mer industrialist with more than 
six years’ experience in top level 
government jobs in Washington, 
Symington is making his first 
campaign for elective office. 

During his public service he 
held many of the most difficult 
|and controversial appointive posi- 
tions—chairman of the War Sur- 
Plus Property Board, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air, first 
Secretary of the Air Force, ehair- 
man of the National Security Re- 
sources Board and administrator 
of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. Becoming known as Pres!i- 
dent Truman’s “troubleshooter,” 
he made a reputation for getting 
things done. 

Before going to Washington in 
1945 Symington was president of 
Emerson Electric Manufacturing 
Co. here. After taking .over the 
firm in 1938,.he attracted national 
attention by settling its long- 
standing labor difficulties through 
a liberal labor policy, and built 
Emerson into one of the country’s 
biggest suppliers of power-driven 
turrets for bombing planes. 

As a war material producer, 
Symington came to the favorable 
attention of President Truman, 
then a United States Senator and 
head of a war contract investi- 
gating committee. The President 
called Symington to Washington 
on recommendation of Secretary 
of the Treasury John W. Snyder, 
who had observed Symington’s 
management of Emerson as a St. 
Louis banker. 

In announcing his candidacy 
last March 21, the 5l-year-old 
St. Louis county Democrat said 
he decided to run for the Senate 
because “I believe I can be of 
further service to the people of 
Missouri in such fields as taxa- 
tion, efficient rearmament and 
clean government.” 


Symington has directed his ap- 
peal for votes principally to non- 
organization Democrats and in- 
dependent voters. ge has 
substantial organization support, 
however, among St. Louis ward 
leaders and the anti-Pendergast 
groups in Kansas City. 

He also has received important 
indorsements from AFL and CIO 
labor groups, and can count on 
some help from outstate groups 
still friendly to Gov, Forrest 
Smith. 

Symington has replied to Tay- 
lor’s charges by saying that he 
fully subscribes to the principles 
of the Democratic party, because 
he believes it is the only. party 
that can preserve peace, freedom 
and security. He also said that, 
although others are fortunate to 
be Missourians by birth, he is a 
Missourian by choice. 

Symington has declared in cam- 
paign speeches that the coun- 
try’s most important problem is 
to build up military and eco- 
nomic strength against Commu- 
nist aggression without bank- 
rupting the nation, The United 
States, he says, can operate with- 
out additional taxes if business 
methods are adopted in govern- 
ment, particularly in the military 
branches. 

A member of an old Maryland 
family, Symington was born in 
Amherst, Mass., where his father 
was on the faculty of Amherst 
College. He was reared in Balti- 
more, Md, 

Symington served in the Army 
in World War I, becoming one 
of the youngest lieutenants at the 
age of 17. After the war, he went 
to Yale University, where he was 
associate editor of the Yale Daily

association. 

On leaving the university, he 
went to work ia his uncle’s firm, 
the Symington Co. of Rochester,

JAMES P. KEM, Kansas City,

}__ In his first year in the Senate, 


Kem opposed aid to Greece and 
Turkey. Although he supported 
stop-gap aid to France, Italy and 
Austria-he voted for many crip- 
pling amendments to the assist- 
ance bills. The following year he 
was one of 17 Senators who voted 
against the Marshall Plan. He also 
voted to restrict the number of 
displaced persons permitted entry 
into the United States to 70,000, 
The Senate authorized 202,000. 


In 1949 he tried unsuccessfully 
to amend the foreign aid bill to 
withhold ECA funds to nations 
that nationalized a basic industry 
after the bill became a-law. This 
Was aimed particularly at Great 
Britain. That year he was one of 
13 Senators voting against ratifi- 
cation of the Atlantic Pact.

TOTAL of 25 candidates are seeking their respective party 
nominations for five major city offices in the Aug. 5 primary 
elections. The offices, to be filled in the Nov. 4 general election, 


are those of Circuit Attorney, Sheriff, Public Administrator, Coroner 


and City Treasurer. 
Of the total number of candi 


dates, eight are Demorcats, includ- 


ing the incumbent officeholders, all of whom are seeking re-election. 


The other 17 are Republicans. 


The fact that more than twice as many Republicans are seeking 
nomination to one or another of the offices is indicative of their 


hope that the political pendulum 


will swing their way in November 


—after 20 politically lean years—and that the Republican nominees 
will be swept in on the crest of what they think might be a national 


Republican landslide. 


Following are sketches of the candidates of both major political 
parties, who are seeking nomination for city offices: 


CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 


Democrats. 


EDWARD L. DOWD — The 34- 
year-old lawyer served as a mem- 
ber of the circuit attorney’s staff 
from March 1947 until last May. 
During the first three years of 
his service, he was prosecutor in 
Division 12 of the Circuit Court 
for Criminal Causes and estab- 
lished a reputation as an aggres- 
sive, hard-hitting trial lawyer 
through his handling of a num- 
ber of important criminal cases. 


He was named first assistant 
circuit attorney in May 1950 by 
the late James W. Griffin, then 
circuit attorney. Dowd ran the 
office during Griffin’s prolonged 
illness and directed prosecution 
of all major criminal trials in St. 
Louis, until after the appointment 
of Thomas E. Dowling by Gov. 
Forrest Smith to serve oyt Grif- 
fin’s unexpired term, ending next 
Dec. 31. 

Immediately following his ap- 
pointment as circuit attorney, 
Dowling stripped Dowd of his ad- 
ministrative duties, but left him 
the title and top pay of @irst as- 
sistant. Subsequently, Dowling 
appointed another member of the 
staff as first assistant, but it was 
not until after Dowd entered the 


race for the Democratic nomina- | oa

Bank Building, he was a special | 


tion for the office that Dowling 
cut his pay from $7200 to $5800 
a year, the rate of a courtroom 
prosecutor. 

Dowd resigned from the cir- 
cuit attorney’s staff in May to 
devote his full time to his cam- 
paign for the nomination. Inter- 
est in the contests for nomina- 
tions for the various local offices 
has centered around the bitter 
contest between Dowd and Dowl- 
ing, principal contestants in the 
three-man race. The third man, 
Joseph L. Walsh, an assistant 
prosecutor on Dowling’s staff, has 
received little organization sup- 
port. 

Dowd, following graduation 
from St. Louis University School 
of Law in 1942, became a special 
agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. He resigned from 
the FBI in 1946 and engaged in 
private law practice for a year 
before being appointed an assist- 
ant circuit attorney. He is mar- 
ried and lives at 3651 Dover 
place. 


THOMAS E. DOWLING (in- 
cumbent)—Appointed circuit at- 
torney last Feb. 5 by Gov. For- 
rest Smith to serve out the unex- 
pired term of the late James W. 
Griffin. He had been an assistant 
‘circuit attorney since 1944, serv- 
ing as a courtroom prosecutor, 
warrant officer and was assigned 
to the coroner’s court for a time.

in St. Louis at the Nov. 4 general election centers on the bitter 
race for the Democratic nomination for State Senator from the Fifth 


District. 


There, Senator Michael Kinney, veteran of many a political cam- 
paign and now in -his fortieth consecutive year in the Senate, is 
waging one of the most critical campaigns of his career. 

Against him is pitted the full strength of the Callanan-Shenker 
machine, intent on winning the nomination for Kinney’s sole op- 
poent, John (Doc) Lawler, Democratic committeeman of the Second 
Ward and a business representative of the AFL Steamfitters’ Asso- 
ciation, Local 562, ruled by Lawrence Callanan, brother of Sheriff 


Thomas F. Callanan. 


All of the incumbent Senators in the odd-numbered senatorial 
districts are seeking re-election. Those serving in the even-numbered 
districts will not have to run again until 1954. 

Incumbent legislators in 17 of the 18 State Representative dis- 
tricts are seeking re-election, eight of them being unopposed for their 


party nominations,

ROBERT PENTLAND (incum- 
bent)— Lives at 4652 Tyrolean 
avenue; unopposed.

WILLIAM E. HILSMAN, In- 
cumbent)—Lives at 5734 Bartmer 
avenue; unopposed.

JAMES P. BRICKEY—A deal- 
er in machine shop supplies at 
4748 Easton avenue, was the 
unsuccessful Republican nom- 
inee for State Senator from the 
Seventh District in 1948. He 
sought his party’s nomination for 
Twenty-sixth Ward alderman in 
1947, but was defeated. A native 
Missourian, he is 51 years old 
and lives at 5795 McPherson ave- 
nue. Attended public grade and 
high schools in St. Louis and 
Ranken School of Mechanical 
Trades. Was a charter member 
of the AFL International Associa- 
tion of Machinists’ Union. 


ROSS C. H. HALLOCK—He is 
an insurance broker. Born in St. 
Louis, he is married and has two 
children. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Republican commit- 
teeman of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward in 1944, and was the Repub- 
lican nominee for State Repre- 
sentative, Second District, in 1950, 
but was defeated in the general 
election. Lives at 1422 McCaus- 
land avenue.

MICHAEL KINNEY (incum- 
bent)—He has been a member of 
the Missouri Senate for 40 years. 
First elected in 1912, he is seek- 
ing his eleventh consecutive term. 
A shrewd and influential leader 
in the Legislature, he was a mem- 
ber of the Casey-Kinney-Brogan 
triumvirate, which dominated the 
Senate in the 1920s and early 
1930s. 

He broke with the faction in 
1939 and supported former Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark’s bill to provide 
state control of the Kansas City 
police -department. He refused 
to go along with the Democrats in 
the attempted governorship steal 
in 1941, when they tried to keep 
the Republican Governor-elect 
from taking office. 

During the past session of the 
Legislature, he voted for the bill 
prohibiting sale, possession, or 
intra-state transportation of gam- 
bling paraphernalia, the measure 
fixing interest rates on small 
loans at 27 per cent, the bill to 
increase the state gasoline tax 
from 2 to 3 cents on the gallon, 
the law increasing bus and truck 
fees, the new state driver's li- 
cense law, the enabling act au- 
thorizing levy of an earnings tax 
by St. Louis and the gerryman- 
dered congressional redistricting 
bill. 

In the 1947-48 session, he voted 
for the King-Thompson law, barr- 
ing strikes and lockouts in public 
utilities, and voted against the 
Madison labor regulatory Dill, 
subsequently repealed. 

Kinney faces a tough fight in 
the primary election this year. 
His only opponent for the nom- 
ination has the full support of 
the powerful political machine 
headed by Sheriff Callanan which 
early this year set a course to 
defeat him, one way or another, 
either in the primary or in the 
general election. 

Even if the veteran Senator is 
successful in winning the party 
nomination, he still will have a 
hard fight for election as a result 
of the gerrymandering of the 
boundaries of the district, ap- 
proved early this year by the St. 
Louis Board of Election Com- 
missioners. 


The gerrymander was reported 
to have been engineered by 
Sheriff Callanan and his political 
silly, State Senator Edward J. 
«Jellyroll) Hogan Jr. (Seventh 
“Jistrict Democrat) to further 
*eir plans to defeat Kinney. The 
district now extends from the 
riverfront in a long irregular strip 
almost to the western limits of 
the city and takes in most of the 
Twenty-fifth Ward, which nor- 
mally is Republican. 

Kinney has blocked legislation 
sought by a group, headed by 
Hogan, in the Missouri Legisla-

JOHN (DOC) LAWLER—Demo- 
cratic committeeman of the Sec- 
ond Ward, he is a lieutenant in 
the Democratic political faction 
headed by Sheriff Thomas F. 
Callanan. As a business agent 
of the AFL Steamfitters’ Union, 
Local 562, he has assisted Sheriff 
Callanan’s brother, Lawrence Cal- 
lanan, ex-convict boss of the 
steamfitters’ urfion, in raising po- 
litical campaign funds through 
solicitation of “donations” from 
union members. 


In May 1948, the union boss 
“steam-rollered” a special meet- 
ing of the local to require an as- 
sessment of a day’s pay from each 
member to provide campaign 
funds for Forrest Smith in his 
successful campaign for Gover- 
nor. Lawler assisted Callanan in 
whipping the members into line. 

Lawler’s wife is a sister of 
Mrs. Ann Dougherty, wife of for- 
mer Sheriff John F. Dougherty. 
Lawler’s daughter, Mrs. George 
Lawler Benoist, served as a dep- 
uty in Sheriff Dougherty’s office 
from Nov. 1, 1946, until she re- 
signed in March 1947. An ouster 
suit was brought against Dough- 
erty for violation of anti-nepotism 
statutes, but the circuit court 
found in favor of the former 
sheriff. The case was appealed 
to Missouri Supreme Court where 
it was dismissed several months 
after Dougherty left office. 

Lawler was Democratic nom- 
inee for alderman of the Second 
ward in 1947, but was defeated in 
the municipal election. At that 
time his voting registration was 
investigated by the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners after the board 
was informed he lived at 2014 
East Alice avenue, in the First 
ward, instead of at 2000 Destre- 
han street, in the Second ward, 
the address given on his voting 
registration record. Lawler filed 
an affidavit stating he actually 
lived at the Destrehan street ad- 
dress and the matter was dropped. 


When the Board of Election 
Commissioners last February ap- 
proved the gerrymandered redis- 
tricting plan for the city’s sena- 
torial districts, one of the bound- 
ary changes made in the Fifth 
district—the one most drastically 
affected—was to include the First 
and Third precincts of the First 
ward in the new Fifth Senatorial 
district. The East Alice address, 
where Lawler reportedly still 
lived at the time, although he was 
registered from the Destrehan 
street address, is in the First -pre- 
cinct of the First ward. He re- 
cently moved to 2036 East De- 
Soto avenue in the Eighth pre- 
cinct, Second ward. 


A native St. Louisan, Lawler 
attended private grade and high 
schools. He is 48 years old. 
Served as secretary of the Sec- 
ond Ward Democratic Club, 1934- 
36. Became committeeman 
through appointment.

HERMAN H. NOVACK—Served 
as alderman from the Fifth Ward 
from 1941 to 1949, having been re- 
elected in 1945 while serving in 
the Army. He is a protege of 
Committeeman Joseph L. (Bom- 
bie) Spicuzza, Fifth Ward Repub- 
lican boss. Novack was the Re- 
publican nominee for State Sena- 
tor, Fifth District, in 1948, but 
was defeated in the November 
election. 

He served as a deputy sheriff, 
1920-24, worked as a deputy elec- 
tion commissioner for a year fol- 
lowing that and then was em- 
ployed as a deputy clerk in the 
license collector’s office until 
early in 1934, when the Demo- 
crats won control of city offices. 


While a member of the Board 
of Aldermen, he served as chair- 
man of the aldermanic Zoning 
and Planning Committee, then as 
chairman of the Legislation Com- 
mittee. In the latter capacity he 
handled two bills granting pay in- 
creases to city employes in the 
classified service. Born in St. 
Louis; 47 years old; married; lives

Served five terms as a State 
Representative before being 
elected Senator in 1944. He was 
a delegate to the Missouri Con- 
stitutional Convention in 1943-44. 

In the 1951-53 legislative ses- 
sion, he voted for the law in- 
creasing bus and truck fees, the 
gerrymandered congressional re- 
districting bill and the new state 
driver’s license law. He voted 
against the law prohibiting sale, 
possession, or transportation with- 
in the state of gambling equip- 
ment; voted against the small 
loan bill, providing 27 per cent 
interest rates; voted against the 
bill permitting St. Louis to levy 
an earnings tax, and was absent 
when the bill to increase the state 
gasoline tax from 2 to 3 cents a 
gallon was passed. 

He voted for the bill, passed 
in the 1947-48 session, authoriz- 
ing the city to levy an earnings 
tax. During that session, he 
voted against the King-Thompson 
and Madison labor regulatory 
laws. 

Born in St. Louis; 66 years old; 
a widower; has three children; 
lives at 4630 Farlin avenue. He 
is business representative of Lo- 
cal 303, AFL Brewery & Soft 
Drink Bottlers’ Union. Formerly 
was a deputy constable and state 
beer inspector. 


ALBERT NORMAN WALLACE 
—Negro, was born in St. Louis 
and is 33 years old. He attended 
Sumner High School, Fisk. Uni- 
versity, and St. Louis University. 
Married and lives at 4586A Cote 
Brilliante avenue. He now is a 
student at Lincoln University law 
school. He reported last month 
that he was offered $4000 to with- 
draw from the race. Wallace’s 
principal proposals are “an im- 
proved program for juvenile de- 
linquents; intensive health pro- 
gram; expanded hospital facilities; 
support constructive legislation to 
maintain the gains that the com- 
mon people have enjoyed under 
the Democratic administration, 
while keeping in view the Ameri- 
can way of life; champion the 
cause of labor; help restore the 
lost confidence of the public in 
the honesty and integrity of 
elected public officials.” He is a 
World War II veteran.

In the last legislative session, 
he voted for the 27-per-cent small 
loan interest bill, the city earn- 
ings tax enabling legislation, the 
increase in state gasoline tax 
from 2 to 3 cents a gallon, the 
law increasing bus and truck fees, 
the controversial congressional 
redistricting bill, the new state 
driver’s license law and the bill 
which was intended to give St. 
Louis public schools unit control. 

During the 1949-50 session, he 
voted for repeal of the Madison 
labor regulatory law and sought 
repeal of the King-Thompson Act, 
prohibiting strikes in public util- 
ities. Supported high interest 
rates for small loans and voted for 
bills to permit Negroes to attend 
the state university and state col- 
leges.

Smith, before leaving the state, 
had not called out the guard on 
the ground funds were not avail- 
able to pay the men for emergen- 
cy duty.

Smith did not want the guard 
called out. Blair called for ac- 
tion and indicated Harris would 
be removed if troops were not 
called. 

The troops then were called out 
by Harris. Blair said the emer-

In the last three years Blair 
has made a great many speeches

EWISH COOKERY, which derives from many European 

sources, includes a number of sweet-sour meat dishes. 

One of these, sweet-sour meat balls, is a favorite with the 
family of Mrs. Julius Block of Kirkwood. 

For the meat balls, which are simmered in a sauce, Mrs. 
Block mixes together ground chuck, uncooked rice, water, egg, 
minced onion and salt and pepper. This mixture is shaped 
into medium-sized balls. Condensed tomato soup, thinned 
with an equal amount of water, is heated in a pan to the boil- 
ing point, then the meat balls are dropped into it. The heat 
is reduced and meat balls are allowed to simmer in the sauce 
for about 25 minutes. Then citric acid crystals are added, 
with sugar and raisins for sweetening, and all is cooked for 
an additional five minutes. 

INGREDIENTS: One and one-half pounds ground chuck, 
one-half cup quick-cooking rice, one egg, one green onion, 
salt and pepper to taste, one can condensed tomato soup, 
one-half teaspoon citric acid crystals or juice of one lemon, 
one tablespoon sugar, one small handful white raisins, one- 
fourth cup water for meat balls, one soup can water for sauce. 
These amounts will serve six persons.

My thumb took me by land, sea and air to Cape Horn and back . 


NEW YORK. 

N THE FIRST five months of 1952, I hitch- 

hiked from my New York home to Cape 

Horn, off the tip of South America, and 

back. I covered 30,000 miles in 12 coun- 

tries by car, plane, boat, train, truck, 
taxi—and foot. 

Some people called my first hitchhiking trip 
to Alaska (PARADE, Oct. 5, 1951) fabulous. 
They'd call this one fantastic. 

I slept on a cargo of bananas, under a street- 
light in the deserted outskirts of Buenaven- 
tura, Colombia, beside an overturned bus on 
the Pan-American highway in Peru, andin a 
fabulous Chinese palace in Ecuador. 

I hobnobbed with everybody from beautiful 
Chilean girls to roughneck American adven- 
turers. 

And I can tell you one thing now: most 
travel books about South America are danger- 
ously antiseptic. They don’t tell you anything 
about the hard practicalities of life. 

%, There’s no civilization outside of the few 
cities there. It was madly fantastic—the heat, 
the climate, the crawling things, the flying 
things, the climbing things, the itching things. 
It was terrible, terrible! The reality was often 
a nightmare—a rank, dank, stinking jungle 
hell. 

But let’s begin at the beginning... 

' I was taking graduate work at City College 
of New York and Columbia University. But I 
was fed up with the way the world was going. 
Besides, I had always wanted to try another 
hitchhiking adventure. So I decided: why not 


shove off? 
I rounded up equipment — camera, para- : 
trooper boots, two khaki shirts, two pairs of 


khaki pants, three sets of nylon underwear, 
six pairs of nylon socks. I added a pair of 
moccasin-type shoes, toothbrush and paste, 
razor and blades, after-shave lotion, three 
pairs of glasses (I’m near-sighted), Eskimo 
gloves and an Army field jacket. 


All in 22 Pounds 


VERYTHING I didn’t wear fitted into a knap- 
kK; sack weighing 22 pounds. 

I also equipped myself with a long pole 
made from a broomstick. On top I attached a 
United Nations flag I had found loose on the 
radiator of a diplomat’s car parked at UN 
headquarters. On the bottom I put an ice pick 
qt es siete TET a a blade.

Finally, I had to raise some money. In eight 
days, I sold 20 “shares” of $100 each in my ad- 
venture.

On a cold, rainy Saturday, last January, I 
tiptoed out of the house (I had said good-bye 
to my parents the night before) and took a 
subway to La Guardia Airport. | 

After a day and a night of hanging around 
the itinerant pilot’s registry and talking to 
airport employes, I was signed on as a “crew 
member” on a non-scheduled flight. In five 
hours on Sunday, I reached Miami. 

While I was trying to get a plane out.of 
Miami, I met a New York girl friend. We had 
us a ball — a rented convertible, huge steaks 
and glittering nightclubs. Then I got worried 
about my investors’ money. So I gave up the 
girl and did nothing but lie on the beach and 
get sunburned. 


Nothing But Sunburn? 


UST ABOUT the time I thought I’d have to 

J go back to face my investors with nothing 

but a Miami tan to show for their money, I 

got a ride in a war surplus C-47. Sitting on a 

pile of freight, I rode to Havana, Cuba; Barran- 

quilla, Colombia; and Panama. I had to stay in 
the plane because I was mucho illegal. 

I arrived in Panama about 6 p.m. one eve- 
ning. By the next morning, I had met an Eng- 
lishman, Mark Winfield, and a Yank, Joe Mas- 
sick, who owned a power launch equipped with 
an auxiliary sail. They were fascinated by my 
trip. I suggested they take me to Buenaven- 
tura, Colombia, in their boat, ‘“‘Linda Jo.” 

Neither Massick, an archeologist, nor Win- 
field, an army reserve lieutenant, had ever

FOR THREE and a half days, | lived beside this 


overturned bus on the Pan-American highway. 


been more than 20 miles out. I had never been 
out of sight of land in a small boat. We made 
the 800 mile sea journey in seven days. 

We were a miniature Kon-Tiki. 

Our lips cracked for lack of water and 
lighter by many pounds (in my case, 12), we 
arrived in Buenaventura on the west coast on 
Feb. 28. From there began my land and air 
trek to the tip of the continent. I can only hit 
the highlights. There was one harrowing ride 
of 400 miles from Cali to Pasto, Colombia, in 
the cab of a six-by-six, driven by a red-faced 
American working on a construction project. 
He kept chain-drinking cans of beer and 
throwing the empties at natives and burros. 

Once we came to a rickety, wooden bridge 
that didn’t look as if it would support me, let 
alone the truck. But this guy cocked an eye at 
the bridge, backed up and tore across at 65 
miles an hour. Just after we crossed, the bridge 
collapsed. I nearly had heart failure. But the 
driver laughed fiendishly. 


At Talara, Peru, I gave the letter the Bar- 


nard girls had written to a bus driver. He read 
it and then took a vote among the passengers 
to see whether they’d give me a free ride. Un- 
fortunately, they voted “Yes.” 


The Brakes Let Loose 


WE were rolling down a mountain 
road the bus’ brakes let loose. Eventu- 
ally, it cracked up and rolled over on its 
side. The other passengers started off on foot, 
but I stayed with the bus—for 34 days. 

Eventually, a truck from an American geo- 
detic survey rescued me. 

From Lima, Peru, to Arequipa I got a free 
ride in a taxi over the Pan-American highway 
which varied in width from 8 or 10 feet toa 
half a mile or more. In these latter places, it

was just tire-rutted desert with an occasional 
sign pointing to the next town. Many times 
there was a thousand-foot drop. 

I made the fastest, most comfortable jour- 
neys in Chile. A Chilean air force officer in- 
sisted on giving me his Pullman berth from 
Iquique to Santiago. There I met the com- 
manding general of the Air Force who author- 
ized me to ride in a plane to Punta Arenas, 
Chile’s southernmost city. 

The flight was to pick up a Chilean antarc- 
tic expedition. My luck was amazing in Punta 
Arenas. It looked like I would be marooned 
so near—and yet so far—from my, destination, 
Cape Horn. But because the plane had been re- 
paired, the pilot agreed to make a “test flight” 
out over the Cape, so that I could achieve my 
goal. Isaw Cape Horn at 12:10 p.m., March 27. 


Some High Living 


VEN THOUGH I developed a skin disease that 
is still sending me to doctors, I don’t want 
to suggest that my trip was all hardship. 

I had several periods of great fun. : 

One was in Guayaquil, Ecuador, where I met 
a young Chinese, Jacinto Ayon, 26. His father 
ran a rice and coffee export business. I spent 
two anc a half weeks at the Ayon home, “La 
Fama,” which had marble floors and ceilings, 
Chinese vases and a real pagoda. 

Another was in Lima where I checked into 
the Hotel. Bolivar. ‘There seemed to be 17,000 
guys waiting for me to drop my shoe so they 
could pick it up and shine it. There I looked 
up the sister of one of the Barnard girls and 
spent two weeks soaking up sunshine at her 
family’s beach house. 

And in Santiago my constant companion 
and guide for 10 days was a very pretty, amus- 
ing and intelligent girl named Luisa.

From 
there I got an auto ride all the way to 
Los Angeles. Then by auto and train I made my 
way north into Canada and across to New York.

I rang my father’s doorbell at 5:10 a.m. on 
May 15.

,. the ‘saucer’ mystery 


T LEFT is a photograph of a “flying saucer.” 


It was taken about 3 o’clock on a recent 
afternoon by photographer Ben Ross. 

He saw it fly low over a beach on Long 
Island. The sun glinted from its greenish edges. Its 
course was a long eircle over the shore grass. 

Hours later, the “saucer” took shape on Ross's 
film. You see his enlargement here—a seemingly 
authentic “flying saucer” photograph. 

But the picture doesn’t reveal just what kind of 
saucer—nor how it was powered. 

For the fact is that it was an ordinary clay pigeon 
painted green. And its engine? Just the right arm 
of a husky 12-year-old boy. 

This picture of a “flying saucer” was purposely 
set up by Ross to prove that it’s easy to photograph 
a “saucer.” You can do it yourself without much 
trouble. Others already have. 

Such pictures have excited great curiosity among 
everyday people — and even among Air Force au- 
thorities probing the “saucer” mystery. 

One result is the loss of time—and the possible 
sidetracking of important research into the real 
nature of unexplained “somethings” in our skies. 


Send All Details to Air Force 


Oo rosS’s picture is a warning: don’t go over- 
- board on dim, out-of-focus saucer photos. 
> If you do think any such picture is impor- 

tant, send it at once to the Air Force. But be sure 
to report details of who took it, where; and when. 
> Actually there is only one kind of photograph 
which will prove that saucers are real. That is ac- 
tually three photographs of the same saucer-—all 
taken from different places at the same instant. 

Such simultaneous triple photographs would give 
researchers a way to judge speed, size, course and 
shape of a saucer. Short of the actual discovery 
of a saucer itself, only such pictures could prove 
they are real. And until they are turned in, Air Force 
men will continue to stand on Secretary Thomas K. 
Finletter’s recent statement: 
@ “No concrete evidence has yet reached the Air 
Force either to prove or disprove the existence of 
the so-called flying saucers.

ORRIED ABOUT POLIO attacking your child if 

he gets shots this summer against whoop- 

ing cough, diphtheria, or tetanus? Many 

parents have been confused over reports 
that such inoculations increase the chances of chil- 
dren contracting polio during an epidemic. 

You can be guided by recommendations of a re- 
cent conference sponsored by the U.S. Public Health 
Service. The conference brought together polio in- 
vestigators, pediatricians and health officers. 

The experts agreed: “Diphtheria, tetanus and 
whooping cough are serious diseases which can be 
prevented by immunization. Unchecked, these dis- 
eases present a far greater hazard than poliomye- 
litis. The benefits derived from immunization 
against these diseases far outweigh the question- 
ably small increased chance of contracting polio.” 

Inoculations can be given—and should be given 
—this summer if there is no polio in your community. 
And, even if there is an epidemic, they should be 
given if your doctor advises them. 
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HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE has been treated successfully 
by prolonged sleep. A recent French report says 37 
out of 46 patients were helped by this means. 
Patients slept 18 out of every 24 hours. They got 
sleep-inducing drugs in the morning and slept for 
3¥%2 to 4 hours. While still sleepy they were given 
another dose and went back to sleep again for 
another 3% to 4 hours. After dinner, more drugs 
were used so they slept through the entire night.

PEDRO ORTEGA: 


‘| consider myself an artist, not a character . . 


nen ANY 


NEW YORK. 
N THE BLEAK West Side rooming house, 
Pedro (The Ghost) Ortega sat staring out 
of the window. 
A balding little man in a threadbare 
suit, he finally spoke up in a wheezy voice: 

“All I want now is a job—any kind of a job 
to keep myself going.” 

This man was once the most notorious safe- 
cracker in America. 

Pedro, now 56, began his “career” at the 
age of four. He served as lookout for his father 
“Seattle Jack” Ortega, one of the best-known 
“pete men” of his day. 

@e During the next 40 years, Pedro cracked 
more than 600 safes, stole $300,000 and was 
arrested 62 times. 

@ “I can open any safe there is,” he Says, 
meekly. “I’ll maké any safe company a stand- 
ing offer I can open their box.” 

@ Today, The Ghost doesn’t have a dime. The 
only thing he has to show for his fabulous 
career is a limp from a cop’s bullet that 
smashed into his leg in 1910. 

@ Pedro was born in Nogales, Mexico. His 
father brought him across the border when 
he was four. He was one of 11 kids. 

“My old man thought I should learn the 
business early,” he says. * 

“I used to case joints for him,” Pedro said. 

“We'd go into a town. and I’d get a job Sell- 
ing papers. I’d walk into the post office or a 
store and find out where the safe was. Then 
my Dad and his bunch would take it.” 

Pedro said a “pete mob” was made up of 
three men—a lookout, a “heavy”, who actually 
blew the safe, and a cover-up man with a gun.

‘| Was Caught’’ 


HEN HE WAS eight, Pedro teamed up 
W win a pete mob in California. 

“I cased one joint for them,” Pedro 
said, “and they blew the safe. They got away, 
but I was caught. They put me in the re- 
formatory.” 

Pedro served a year, then joined friends of 
his father. 

“I cased joints all over the country,” Pedro 
said. “I don’t know how many safes we blew. 
Every so often we’d rest up in Toledo. It was 
called a sanctuary town. Crooks rested up in 
these places after pulling a big job. The cops 
Knew you, but didn’t bother you if you didn’t 
bother them. St. Paul and Kansas City were 
other sanctuary towns.’ 

After one nice rest in Toledo,The Ghost and

his pals went to Columbus, Ohio. There 
Pedro took his second “drop” for steal- 
ing a horse and buggy to be used as a 
“getaway car!” 

“They sent me to a boys’ industrial 
school. There I learned a lot of new tricks 
—like how to cut bars — silk thread and 
emery dust.” 

When Pedro: was 15, he was released. 
He headed at once for a sanctuary town, 
where he got hold of a second-hand safe 
—for “research.” He was sure there must 
be a better way of taking a safe than by 
blowing it. 

“T figured out a way of ripping the door 
off—a nice, clean, quiet way. First you 
knock the knob off with a hammer. Then 
you drill a hole in the upper left-hand 
corner. Then with a crowbar you pry 
down the corner. 


He “‘invented’”’ it 


HEN you knock off the bolts and 

pee] down the layers of steel. 

“This method of ripping a pete is 
strictly my baby, and all the pete men 
in the country recognize me as the guy 
who invented it.” 

All set to try out his new method, The 
Ghost looked around for a partner. He 
found “New Orleans Shortie,” a vicious 
hoodlum who, at 21, had nine murders 
to his credit. 

The two roamed the Midwest and 
knocked off 200 safes. 

Smart as they were, the Ghost and 
Shortie did get caught five times. Each 
time they got out of jail the same night. 

“We always carried some emery dust 
and silk thread in our shoe heels,” the 
Ghost said. ‘““‘When everybody was asleep 
we'd saw our way out. 

“But most of the time we had the cops 
working with us. We could always make 
a deal. 

@ “They’d take their half, and me and 
Shortie would divvy up the other half. 
To make it look good, we’d go back to 
jail and saw open a few bars.” 

@ The Ghost and Shortie were partners 
for three years. Then Shortie got am- 
bitious. He decided to go on his own. 

@ “He figured he’d been watching me so 
long that he knew the technique. He tried 


.to rip a safe in a department store. Well, 


he made so much noise that the cops 
grabbed him. He got 10 years.” 

The Ghost teamed up with a character 
called “Tough Dog.” He said he knew how 
to blow a safe with “soup” (nitrogly- 
cerin) and asked Pedro to case a feed 
and grain store. 

“I was only 18,” said Pedro, “and I 
guess Tough Dog thought I was just a 
kid. I looked the joint over and told him 
it was no good. 

“But the joker tried to blow the safe 
by himself. He blew the whole front of the 
building off and got tossed across the 
street. Didn’t get caught, though. I saw 
him three days later and his hair had 
turned gray. 


“Tough Dog’’ Wasn't Tough 


66 SAT down and told him his technique 
| was no good. Then he admitted he 
was only a gay-cat — a lookout. He 
begged me to show him how to knock over 
a pete. 

“TI said okay, as long as he let me do the 
work.” : 

It was Tough Dog who got the Ghost 
into real trouble. He talked Pedro into 
robbing a department store in Rochester, 
N. Y. They got away with $6,000 but were 
cornered in a barn by a posse. 

@ There was a battle, and that’s where 
the Ghost got shot in the leg. Tough Dog 
got shot up pretty badly. The Ghost got 
nine years. 

@ After that, Pedro was in and out of 
prisons for years. He went back to the 
Midwest and decided to work “solo.” 

@ He began thinking of “retirement” 
and wife and family. He opened up a 
bank account. 

@ “I had $37,000,” says Pedro sadly. 
“There was this woman who said she 
loved me and wanted me to marry her. 
So I put the money in a joint bank ac- 
count and she drew it out and scrammed. 
I guess I wasn’t too mad. I robbed others 
and she robbed me.Why should I kick?” 


Not Just a Character 


W OLDER and more cautious, he 
IN picket his jobs carefully. One day 

in the Midwest a friendly cop 
tipped him off that he was due to be 
nabbed. 

Pedro went to New York. 

One day he was standing on the corner 
of 46th Street and Broadway.Two cops 
who knew him picked him up. 

“I did five years,” said Pedro. “I got out 
in 1947 and life has been pretty tough 
ever since. 

“I’m flat broke. I have no home and 
no family. But I’m happier than I ever 
was. I consider myself an artist—not a 
character. 

“And what’s more, I’m free. I’d rather 
be a bum on the street than a millionaire 
in jail.”
